Following the visit of Secretary Taft to the Philip- 
pines, the Manila papers commenced a discussion as to the 
results of his visit, the general conclusion being that the 
most important results were, first, the inauguration of 
the Assembly, and second, the bringing about of a better 
understanding, a closer spirit of harmony, between the 
Americans and the Filipinos. ‘The visit of the Secretary 
of War,” said General Wood, “was of the greatest value 
in bringing the Filipino people together, in uniting dis- 
cordant elements and starting the assembly off under the 
best auspices.” One great difficulty with which the islands 
have to contend is the urwillingneess of capitalists to in- 
vest money, owing to the agitation at home and in the isl- 
ands for an independent government for the Philippines, 
which would not be permanent and would have no ambition 
to develop the natural resources of the country. In his ad- 
dress to the Philippine Assembly, Oct. 16, 1907. Secre- 
tary Taft said with reference to this that the message he 
bere from President Roosevelt assumed with reference to 
each member of the Assembly that he is loyal to the gov- 
ernment in which he now proposes, under oath of allegi- 
ance, to take part. “It does not assume that he may not 
have a wish to bring about, either soon or in the far fu- 
ture, by peaceable means, a transfer of sovereignty; but 
it does assume that while the present government endures, 
he will loyally do all he lawfully can to uphold its au- 
thority and to make it useful to the Filipino people.” The 
Secretary repeated the previous expression of his opinion 
that the political preparation of the Filipino people would 
take more than a generation. As to the talk about selling 
the islands to some Asiatic or European power, the Fili- 
pino Assemblymen were told that the American people 
were still in favor of carrying out our Philippine policy, 
as a great altruistic work, and the sale of the islands 
never entered the mind of a single person in the govern- 
ment responsible for the Administration. “Such a sale 
must be the subject of a treaty, and the treaty power in 
the government of the United States is exercised by the 
President and the Senate, and only upon the initiative of 
the President. Hence an Executive declaration upon this 
subject is more authoritative than an Executive opinion 
as to probable Congressional action.” Business is re- 
viving,” Mr. Taft further said; “the investment of foreign 
capital is gradually increasing and only one thing is need- 
ed to insure great material improvement, and that is the 
continuance of conservatism in this government. I feel 
confident that the inauguration of this Assembly, instead 
of ending this conservatism as the prophets of evil would 
have it, will strengthen it.’”’ The Assemblymen were re- 
minded by Mr. Taft that, while he has power to supervise 
their work and to veto proposed legislation, not only is 
the transfer of sovereignty to an independent government 
of the Filipino people wholly within the jurisdiction of 
Congress, but so also is the extension of any popular po- 
litical contro] in the present government beyond that con- 
ferred in the organic act. 
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Reviewing the difficulties with which he had been 
obliged to contend in his direction of Philippine affairs, 
Secretary Taft declared that the war following the acqui- 
sition of the islands had been prolonged by the existence 
in the United States of a strong minority party that lost 
no opportunity to denounce the policy of the government 
and to express sympathy with those arrayed in arms 
against it, and declared in party platform and in other 
ways its intention, should it come into power, to turn the 
islands over to an independent government of their people. 
To this is ascribed a discouraging sullenness on the’ part 
of many Filipinos and a lack of interest in the progress 
and development of the existing government. Other diffi- 
culties were the influence of the religious orders which 
had led the Filipinos to rebel against Spain, the religious 





and property controversies arising out of the Aglipayan 
schism, the lack of trained administrators and civil ser- 
yants, the rinderpest, which carried away 75 to 80 per 
cent. of the cattle; the prevalence of surra, locusts,- 
drought, destructive typhoons, cholera, bubonic plague and 
smallpox, ladronism and pulajanism. ‘When I consider 
all these difficulties,” said Mr. Taft, “and then take ac- 
count of the present conditions in the islands, it seems 
to me that they present an occasion for profound satis- 
faction and that they fully vindicate the policy which has 
been pursued.” ‘The islands are in a state of tranquility, 
noteworthy progress has been made in the spread of gen- 
eral education, sanitation and the preservation of health 
have been provided for, Manila has been made into a har- 
bor as secure as any in the Orient, and the work of im- 
proving Iloilo and Cebu harbors is progressing rapidly. 
There has been a notable improvement in the system of 
posts, telephones, telegraphs and railroads. The Secre- 
tary of War found no opportunity in his long address to 
the Philippine Assembly to describe or commend what 
has been done by the Army to improve conditions in the 
islands, but he did say a good word for the Constabulary. 
“When I was here something more than two years ago,” 
he told his hearers, “the complaints against that body 
were numerous, emphatic, and bitter. I promised, on be- 
half of the Philippine government and the Washington 
Administration, that close investigation should be made 
into the complaints and that if there were occasion for 
reform that reform would be carried out. It gratifies me on 
my return to the islands now to learn that a change has 
come, that the complaints against the Constabulary have 
entirely ceased, and that it is now conceded to be dis- 
charging with efficiency the function which it was chiefly 
created to perform, of sympathetically aiding the provin- 
cial governors and municipal authorities of the islands 
in maintaining the peace of each province and each muni- 
cipality, and that there is a thorough spirit of co-operation 
between the officers and men of the Constabulary and the 
local authorities.” 


— 
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A correspondent in the Philippines whose letter in re- 
ply to a communication published last September comes 
somewhat too late for publication as a whole, says: ‘In 
regard to the formation of a General Service Corps, I 
would suggest that the following be incorporated in the 
regulations governing: First, all recruiting or transfers 
to the corps to be in the grade of third class. Second, all 
candidates to be accepted only after having passed a sat- 
isfactory mental and written examination. In addition, 
all men desirous of rating as clerks to be examined as to 
their knowledge of stenography and typewriting. Third, 
pay for all members on enlistment to be $30 per month, 
with the present rules regarding continuous service pay. 
Fourth, the men to be graded as first, second and third 
classmen. The pay of men of the second class to be $35 
and those of the first class $45 per month, with the pres- 
ent allowances regarding clothing, etc., of a sergeant of 
the line. Fifth, appointment to the grade of first and sec- 
ond class to be made as follows: ‘To the second class, 
upon completion of twelve months’ service, and certificate 
by post commander of the post at which the soldier may 
he serving that he has performed his duties in a satisfac- 
tory manner. ‘To the first class, after two years’ service 
and certificate as required for promotion to the second 
class. While I appreciate the difficulty of getting any 
legislation tending to the increase of the Army, I still be- 
lieve that Congress will in the near future recognize the 
need of a corps as outlined above and will make some 
provision for the same. The JouRNAL has in the past 
stood loyally by and helped the Army in its time of need. 
With its aid I am confident that the General Service 
Corps will yet be a reality.” 
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Another manifestation of the mistaken notion that 
the United States Navy can be used as a sort of reforma- 
tory for unruly boys appeared in one of the Boston 
courts, in which a young man accused of theft was dis- 
charged from custody on condition that he should enlist 
in the naval service. When this matter came to the 
notice of the Secretary of the Navy he wrote to the 
judge who sat in the case protesting against the action 
taken, pointing out the undesirability of having aboard 
our warships young men whose probity is open to ques- 
tion, and expressing the wish that our courts everywhere 
might co-operate somewhat more earnestly with the 
naval authorities to the end that the Navy may be kept 
free from such characters. It is simple justice to add 
that the judge in the case under review promptly assured 
the Department that he would make no more disposi- 
tions which might be prejudicial to naval interests, and 
his example is worthy of emulation by his brethren of 
the bench. The naval authorities are making earnest 
and successful efforts to exclude from the Service all 
but young men of blameless character, high intelligence 
and manifest fitness for the duties required of them, and 
these efforts should receive the hearty support of all 
good citizens in office or out. 
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Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, U.S.A., who, after making a 
thorough investigation of the military balloon equipment 
of the British, French and German armies, is about to 
return to the United States, expresses the belief that it 
will not be long before the United States Army is fully 
abreast of foreign armies in all that pertains to aerial 
navigation for military purposes. Lieutenant Lahm is 
specially impressed with the balloon work undertaken by 





the Germans, concerning which he is quoted as follows 
in a Berlin despatch to the Philadelphia Public Ledger: 
“As one expects when the Germans tackle a scientific 
problem, they’re going at the solution of aerial naviga- 
tion probably more systematically and thoroughly than 
any of their European rivals. Their aeronautic observa- 
tory at Beskow, in charge of Professor Assmann, who 
holds the world’s record of 10,000 metres for the highest 
balloon ascent, is a model of completeness, including 
among other auxiliaries its own plants for the manufac- 
ture of gas and ice. Almost everywhere I’ve been asked 
about the Wright’ brothers, and the pretty universal 
impression seems to exist in Europe that they are sheer 
advertisers without any real merit back of their mysti- 
fying unwillingness to show what they have got, *but 
I’ve said to everybody that the Wright aeroplane can un- 
doubtedly accomplish all that is asserted for it, and 
that the chief reason our own Government has not ac- 
quired the machine is probably that Professor Langley’s 
costly experiments have prejudiced us against flying 
machines for some time to come.”

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Noting that twenty-one Army officers were eligible for 
detail to the fourteen vacancies in the grade of captain 
in the Ordnance Department during the last fiscal year, 
the Chief of Ordnance, Brig. General Crozier, remarks 
that it is interesting to observe how officers who were 
graduates of the Military Academy and those who were 
not have fared in the recommendations concerning the 
technical service of the Ordnance Department. Of the 
seventeen men who took the examination for detail three 
were not graduates of the Military Academy, and of 
these one was recommended. Of the fourteen graduates 
eight were recommended. Of the twenty-one officers 
eligible for detail to the grade of captain in the Ordnance 
Department seventeen were graduates and four were not. 
Of the seventeen graduates twelve were recommended 
for captaincies and five were not. Of the four non- 
graduates two were recommended for captaincies and 
two were not. The inauguration of the new system, un- 
der circumstances of rather exceptional difficulty, the 
character, intelligence and attainments of the officers 
who have been recruited under it, and the stimulating 
effect of its provisions, are such as to indicate promise 
of very gratifying success for the effort which the sys- 
tem constitutes to place this branch of the Army upon a 
competitive basis.

In a letter addressed to Chairman Hull, of the House 
Military Committee, by a man who gives his opinion on 
the subject of discontent in the Army, the writer says: 
“The power the President claims of overriding the Army 
and Navy Regulations, if he has that power, should be 
taken from him. It does not add to the efficiency of the 
Service; such power belongs on the battlefield. No self- 
respecting man would enlist with his welfare threatened 
in the way we have recently seen in the 25th Colored 
Regiment. Thirty days’ furlough yearly in time of peace 
would check deserticn. ‘Encourage matrimony and its 
home relations,’ is his slogan. Increase of pay, as proposed, 
would be for those only who married, and in proportion 
to size of families. ‘The increase should extend to rent, 
rations and clothing, and be shared by the children until 
they reach the age of eighteen years. In a great measure 
the sons would furnish the recruits for the Army and 
Navy, while the daughters, if agreeable, might become the 
wives of the sons—thus furnishing a perpetual supply of 
recruits.”

Statistics compiled by Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief 
Signal Officer, U.S.A., show that the development of the 
Alaskan telegraph system is really one of the most re- 
markable peace achievements of the United States 
Army. ‘This system consists of 2,524 miles of submarine 
cable, 1,403 miles of land lines, and 107 miles of wireless. 
There are forty-five telegraph offices and ten cable offices 
in this system, of which eighteen are money transfer 
offices. During the year the total of messages handled 
was 260,000 commercial and 50,000 official. The line 
receipts amounted to $217,577.82. The largest busi- 
ness done in any one month during the year was in 
August, 1906, when the receipts were $29,198.21, an in- 
crease over August, 1905, of approximately $11,000, 
and the smallest amount of business was in February, 
1907, when the receipts were $11,476.41.

Rear Admiral Willard H. Brownson, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department, 
makes the interesting statement that at the close of the 
last fiscal year the senior chief engineer on each of eleven 
of the nineteen battleships then in commission, was an 
officer who was not an officer in the former Engineer 
Corps. By assigning junior officers to duty in the en- 
gine room on board ship, and also by detailing a number 
of officers for a special course of instruction under the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, the bureau is now able to 
meet all demands for competent officers to perform the 
duty of senior engineer officer.

A new paper called the Dinamita is to be established 
in Manila to advocate the principles of a new political 
party about to enter the field; the party of the immediate 
independence advocates. Its motto is to be “immediate 
independence with an international guarantee from the 
United States,” 
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Major Gen. James A. Frye, late Adjutant General of 
Massachusetts, in his last annual report, in speaking of 
the present injustice in the distribution of the Federal 
appropriation to the several states, says: “In the matter 
of allotment of the annual Federal appropriation most 
serious consideration should be given to the grave injus- 
tice wrought by the existing method. In the case of the 
allotments to states, the proportion awarded to each is 
based on its Congressional representation, provided that 
for each Senator and Congressman there are maintained 
one hundred armed and equipped militiamen. In the case 
of the Territories the method followed is not clear, though 
it is glaringly inequitable. By the War Department re- 
turn of Dec. 31, 1905, it would appear that the organized 
land militia of the United States numbered 112,390 offi- 
cers’ and men. Had the annual appropriation of $2,- 
000,000 been allotted on a per capita basis, the share of 
each state and territory would have been $27.79 for each 
militiaman in active service. Noting but a few specific 
instances of existing inequalities, it will be observed that 
the great state of New York, with its 14,711 men in ac- 
tive service, draws but $155,592 from the government; 
while the state of Nevada, with but 149 men on its rolls, 
is awarded $11,968, thus giving the ratio of $80.32 per 
man, as against $10.57, absolutely in favor of the force 
numbering less than three full companies of Infantry; 
Massachusetts, standing fifth among the states in organ- 
ized military strength, with 5,304 men on its rolls, re- 
ceives but $12.03 annually per man, and ranks forty-sixth 
in its per capita allotment; fourteen states—New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio. Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
California, Connecticut, Maryland, New Hampshire, 
Florida, Oregon, Rhode Island and Idaho in the order 
named—furnish to the government nearly 54 per cent. of 
the militia appropriation, each of these states falling short 
of the allotment which it ought reasonably to expect, and 
their aggregate deficiency being no less than the substan- 
tial sum of $310,570, of which $30,526 must be credited 
to Massachusetts alone. It is estimated that this inequi- 
table condition ought no longer to continue, and united 
action on the part of the Executive, the Legislature and 
the Massachusetts congressional delegation is reeommend- 
ed, to the end that premiums for military inefficiency and 
unpreparedness no longer may be annually offered by the 
provisions of the Federal statutes.”

In the last number of the Cavalry Journal Gen. W. H. 
Carter, U.S.A., quotes from a description of a visit to 
Washington at his headquarters in 1780 by the Marquis 
de Chastellux, a major general in the French army. The 
Marquis gives a most enthusiastic account of Washing- 
ton, of whom he says: “He was so attentive as to give 
me the horse he rode on the day of my arrival, which I 
had greatly commended: I found him as good as he is 
handsome; but above all, perfectly well broke, and well 
trained, having a good mouth, easy in hand, and stopping 
short in a gallop without bearing the bit. I mention 
these minute particulars because it is the General himself 
who breaks al] his own horses; and he is a very excellent 
end bold horseman, leaping the highest fences, and going 
extremely quick without standing upon his stirrups, bear- 
ing on the bridle, or letting his horse run wild, circum- 
stances which our young men look upon as so essential a 
part of English horsemanship, that they would rather 
break a leg or an arm than renounce them. His stature 
is noble and lofty; he is well made and exactly propor- 
tioned; his physiognomy mild and agreeable, but such 
as to render it impossible to speak particularly of any 
of his features, so that in quitting him, you have only 
the recollection of a fine face. He has neither a grave 
nor a familiar air, his brow is sometimes marked with 
thought, but never with inquietude; in inspiring respect, 
he inspires confidence, and his smile is always the smile 
of benevolence.” Of the officers of that day the French 
visitor says: “The general officers of the American 
Army have a very military and a very becoming carriage ; 
that even all the officers, whose characters were brought 
into public view, unite much politeness to a great deal of 
capacity; that the headquarters of this Army, in short, 
neither present the image of want nor inexperience. 
When one sees the battalion of the General’s guards en- 
camped within the precincts of his house; nine wagons, 
destined to carry his baggage, ranged in his court; a 
great number of grooms taking care of very fine horses 
belonging to the general officers and their aides-de-camp ; 
when one observes the perfect order that reigns within 
these precincts, where the guards are exactly stationed, 
and where the drums beat an alarm, and a particular re- 
treat, one is tempted to apply to the Americans what 
Tyrrhus says of the Romans.”

While primarily interested in long range and out-door 
shooting, the U.S. Government is doing much to encour- 
age indoor shooting with the .22 caliber rifle. Each year 
a liberal appropriation is made from which the War De- 
partment can construct indoor ranges. Millions of rounds 
of .22 caliber ammunition are manufactured or bought 
and issued to the Regular troops and the soldiers are en- 
couraged to keep in practice throughout the year. The 
New Springfield with a .22 barrel is now being issued 
and the .22 Krag and .22 Winchester are also used when 
fitted with the military sights. It is proposed to extend 


the issuing of arms and ammunition so as to include stu- 
dents in military institutions and inmates of soldiers’ and 
sailors’ homes. It is pointed out that the department is 
now authorized by law to issue obsolete ordnance to such 
institutions under certain conditions and it is thought the 
authority to issue ammunition should be clearly given 


though now inferred. It is also proposed to issue, at some 
future date, a small number of the government rifles to 
student clubs, say one to each ten members, together with 
a limited number of rounds of ball ammunition. So much 
attention is being paid to .22 caliber practice in the Army 
and militia, as well as in citizens’ clubs, that a system of 
instruction under which allowances can be made for dis- 
tance, elevation and windage, has been worked out by Ma- 
jor Winder, the well-known shot of Ohio, which is being 
used with great success. This system of targets is de- 
signed to give the same practice in the gallery at fifty 
feet as is had on the out-door ranges of from 200 to 1,000 
yards. All targets are reduced in exact proportions and 
must be used at fifty feet. In the system a windage clock 
and flag are used as on the out-door range and are set to 
represent the velocity and direction of the wind and prob- 
lems are given the shooter to be worked out by him. 





Capt. Harley B. Ferguson, C.E., U.S.A., recently de- 
livered a lecture on “Recruitment, Mobilization and Con- 
centration,” at the Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth, 
in the course of which he made an earnest plea for a 
wider and more thorough diffusion of military training 
among the people. “The duties of a private soldier,” 
says Captain Ferguson, “now require more intelligence 
and initiative than ever before. Training cannot create 
these qualities. The work of junior officers should de- 
velop and utilize the best capabilities of the individual. 
The occupation of a private soldier should be rated by 
his government at least as high as low-grade skilled 
labor. Money must be the chief basis of all voluntary 
service, except in times of imminent danger. To the 
pay and allowances received during service can be added 
any increased capacity to earn money after discharge. 
Honorable discharge should be a certificate of character 
and of some degree of ability. A certain amount of 
sound military education distributed throughout a coun- 
try keeps. the people interested in the army and is a 
great element of strength in case of war, as undoubtedly 
also are those men who have been trained in the army, 
whether they are listed as reserves and help form a 
nucleus, or, by volunteering, are distributed through the 
whole force. All these conditions applied to our country 
point toward a carefully selected standing volunteer 
army of short term peace service, one or, at most, two 
years, with supplemental target practice, the non-com- 
missioned officers and ten per cent. of the privates being 
kept twice this term, but not indefinitely. The proposi- 
tion of getting men able to meet such conditions is simi- 
lar to that of carrying on any important work requiring 
intelligent men; the men must be paid. We can afford 
ne 
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Adjt. Gen. James P. Parker, of Massachusetts, in an- 
nouncing the dates for the annual inspections for 1908 
by officers of the Regular Army to be made next month, 
very aptly says: “It is noted that at past inspections the 
question has been asked company commanders, by the in- 
spectors, as to how many men would report in case of 
trouble, and the reply given by some company command- 
ers has been, eighty per cent., eighty-five per cent., ninety 
per cent., ete. This office does not understand why such 
a reply is given to this question. If ten per cent., fifteen 
per cent. or twenty per cent. of the men are not available 
when wanted, then their discharge should be immediately 
applied for. The equipping and training of a militiaman 
are somewhat expensive, and no money should be spent 
upon a man who would not be available when needed. If 
company commanders have the interests of the Service at 
heart, and it is presumed that they have, they will see 
that no man is kept in the Service who has no intention 
of being present when his service is required. It should 
not be necessary to call attention to this subject; but the 
answer given by company commanders to inspecting offi- 
cers prompts the reference. In many cases, undoubtedly, 
the answer has been given under a misapprehension or 
misunderstanding, yet it does not seem possible that this 
is so; but to remedy it, company commanders are directed 
to make immediate and constant investigations, so that, 
at all times, they will be able to say one hundred per 
eent.; that every man in their company will respond for 
duty at duty’s call, whatever the occasion may be.”

Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant, U.S.A., who spoke at 
a public dinner in New York on Monday last on the can- 
teen at military posts, said that while he himself was a 
total abstainer, he regarded the canteen as the lesser of 
two evils, and that until the civil authorities closed vi- 
cious resorts near military reservations he would be an 
advocate of the canteen in the Army. He said in part: 
“T have been asked by your committee at the suggestion, 
I understand, of one in high authority, to speak a word 
here to-night, as an officer of the United States Army, 
upon the question of the canteen in military posts. I find 
myself placed in rather a delicate position in discussing 
this question, as I myself am a total abstainer and abhor 
the traffic in liquor. It is, therefore, seemingly contradic- 
tory for me to favor the canteen in the Army. American 
soldiers are citizens of the United States and when they 
are off duty are not confined to their barracks and are 
free to amuse themselves as they wish, and punishment 
can only be administered to them when they have commit- 
ted military offenses. The entering into a licensed public 
house is not a military offense. My feeling toward the 
soldiers of my command is paternal and I have the deep- 
est interest for their welfare. My thought is always for 
their good. Though a total abstainer I am an advocate 





of the canteen in the Army until the time comes when 
the civil authorities abolish those dens near military res- 
ervations kept by vicious persons who now tempt the sol- 
diers of our Army to their destruction.” 


President Mott, of the International Student Confer- 
ence, has sent to Col. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., Superin- 
tendent of the United States Military Academy, the fol- 
lowing letter concerning the twelve cadets who, on in- 
vitation, attended last year’s conference at Northfield: 
“As the president of the International Student Confer- 
ence, which has just closed at Northfield, I write to ex- 
press to you our deep appreciation of your kind action 
in permitting the delegation to come from the Academy 
to the conference. They made a splendid impression on 
the delegations from the one hundred and more univer- 
sities and colleges that we had in attendance. The 
character and spirit of your entire delegation were such 
as to make them a very helpful factor in their inter- 
course with the students. Coming, as they did, from our 
national institution, in which we are all so deeply in- 
terested, they helped te strengthen the patriotic spirit of 
the conference. In every way it has seemed to me a 
fine idea to have such a representation at Northfield. I 
trust that the results will so commend themselves to 
your best judgment that you will look with sympathetic 
favor on continuing to send such a fine representation.”

Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., takes 
pleasure in announcing the successful performance of 
Signal Corps wireless sets on the Pacific coast, as noted 
in a letter from Comdr. Henry C. Gearing, U.S.N., navy 
yard, Mare Island, Cal., Nov. 22, 1907, to the quarter- 
master in charge of Army transport service, San Fran- 
cisco. The letter says: “It may be interesting to you to 
know what good results are being had with the wireless 
installations on the transports. Sometime ago the naval 
wireless installations at Sitka reported hearing the Sher- 
man at a distance of about 2,200 miles. Table Bluff sta- 
tion, near Eureka, reports hearing at 10:30 p.m., Nov. 
17, the Thomas calling the Farallone Islands. Table Bluff 
answered the call, receiving a considerable message re- 
porting the ship 1,400 miles from San Francisco (about 
the same distance from Eureka) and reporting all well. 
Tour hours later Table Bluff received a second message, 
giving the Thomas’s latitude and longitude.” 





Considerable excitement was occasioned at Olongapo, 
I’.I., on the occasion of the celebration by the Japanese 
of the birthday of their Emperor, by the appearance of 
the flag of Japan flying above the flag of the United 
States, Some of the Japanese flags were torn down, and 
there was a desperate hand to hand fight between one of 
the Japanese leaders and an Afro-American named Scott. 
The Japanese drew off with a badly bruised face and the 
American was arrested. Two American soldiers who tore 
down Japanese flags were also arrested, protesting that 
they were simply engaged in defending the honor of the 
American flag, which had been insulted by the Japanese 
putting it above the Stars and Stripes.

General Lee says in substance 
that the Southern states are both able and willing to pro- 
vide for their own veteran soldiers in the matter of pen- 
sions. As a matter of fact, most of them have already 
done so. 
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THE REVENUE CUTTER SERVICER. 

The account of the Revenue Cutter Service, con- 
tained in the annual report of the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury, is as follows: 

The following is an abstract of the regular work per- 
formed by the United States Revenue Cutter Service 
during the fiscal year 1907, together with the net ex: 
penditures: 


Lives saved (actually rescued) from drowning, 41; 
persons on board vessels assisted, 2,937; persons in dis- 
tress taken on board and cared for, 78; vessels assisted, 
138; vessels boarded and papers examined, 14,122; ves- 
sels seized or reported for violation of law, 319; fines 
and penalties incurred by vessels reported, $53,732; value 
of vessels assisted and their cargoes, $9,196,097; dere- 
licts and obstructions to navigation removed or destroyed, 
17; net expenditure—appropriation for maintenance of 
the Service, including appropriation for special repairs, 
$1,800,000; estimated unexpended balance, $4,999.48. 

The operations of the Service during the past year 
‘have covered the entire coast line of the United States, 
including Porto Rico, Alaska, the Hawaiian Islands, 
and the waters of the Great Lakes. At the close of the 
year five vessels were actively engaged in the North 


‘ Pacific Ocean and Bering Sea in protecting the fur-seal 


and other fisheries and in safeguarding the public in- 
terests in those waters and on the adjacent coast. A 
British schooner was seized by the Rush May 29 in Fair- 
weather Ground, off the southeast coast of Alaska, for 
illegal sealing during the closed season and was subse- 
quently delivered to the proper authorities in British 
Columbia, in accordance with our agreement with Great 
Britain in regard to the disposition of such cases. Much 
important work has been accomplished by the Service, 
and is still in progress, toward correcting certain evils 
that have been found to exist among the whaling fleet in 
the Arctic Ocean. The commanding officer of the The- 
tis, which vessel has made the last two annual cruises 
in the waters of the far north, has been directed to act 
with and assist the officers of the Department of Justice 
in Alaska to eradicate these abuses. 

The work of patrolling the Atlantic coast in the win- 
ter season for the relief of distressed mariners was ef- 
fectively carried out by seven sea-going cutters desig- 
nated by the President as provided by law. Timely as- 
sistance in various ways was rendered disabled and 
stranded vessels and their crews, the value of property 
aided, including cargoes, being greater than for a num- 
ber of years past. 

Destroying derelicts and removing sunken wrecks and 
other dangers to navigation have become an important 
duty of the Service, and during the year many obstruc- 
tions of this character have been promptly and effectively 
cleared from the paths of commerce. Owing to their 
activity in coast waters, their readiness to respond quick- 


«ly to calls made upon them, and to the knowledge of the 


tse of explosives possessed by their officers, revenue cut- 
ters have shown special aptitude for this branch of work. 

‘Whenever their services have been required. revenue 
cutters have enforced the regulations governing the con- 
duct of regattas. The supervision of these events, which 
are usually attended by a concourse of water craft and 
‘spectators, has been satisfactorily maintained for the 
safety and in the interest of all concerned. 

Naval organization and discipline are maintained on 
board all vessels of the Service. Drills and target prac- 
tice with rapid fire guns and small arms have been regu- 
larly conducted, and the revenue cutters are in readiness 
for immediate co-operation with the Navy, in accordance 
with the law, whenever called upon. 

During the year there have been in active commission 
twenty-one cruising cutters and sixteen harbor vessels 
and launches which do boarding and anchorage duty-at 
various ports. Fourteen officers have been on duty with 
the Life Saving Service for the purpose of inspecting, 
drilling and disciplining the crews of that service and 
superintending the construction of buildings and life 
saving appliances, etc. One officer is on duty in connec- 
tion with the Immigration Service at the port of New 
York. 

The Itasca, formerly the gunboat Bancroft, which was 
transferred to the Revenue Cutter Service by authority 
of Congress, has been completely overhauled and _ re- 
paired, both as regards hull and machinery, and will be 
used as a practice cutter for cadets. Extensive repairs 
have been made to the McCulloch and Bear, stationed 
on the Pacific coast, and those vessels have been put in 
first class condition. The Androscoggin, intended for 
service on the coast of Maine, will, under the contract 
with her builders, be completed Dec. 25. The ocean-go- 
ing tug No. 16, to be used for relief work in connection 
with the life saving station at Neah Bay, Wash., and the 
vessel authorized for the Service to remove derelicts and 
other dangers to navigation, are now in course of con- 
struction. Specifications and plans are being prepared 
for an ocean-going tug for New Bedford, Mass., two 
cruising cutters of the first class for Puget Sound and 
Savannah, Ga., and a boarding vessel for the port of 
Néw Orleans, and proposals will soon be invited for their 
construction. . 

The small steamer Manhattan, which is detailed to en- 
force the anchorage laws of the port of New York, is 
in poor condition and is not worth rebuilding or many 
repairs. It is recommended that she be replaced by a mod- 
ern vessel at a cost of $75,000. Two swift, able motor 
launches that will cost not more than $20,000 each are 
urgently needed as auxiliaries in this important work, 
and to assist, when necessary, the customs service. There 
is required a sea-going cutter of suitable dimensions for 
the Gulf coast, and it is recommended that one be provid- 
ed at a cost of $250,000. At present the Service has no 
vessel available which can be used to aid distressed craft 
under all conditions in those waters. 

While various acts of the last Congress have been of 
benefit in increasing the efficiency of the Service, addi- 
tional legislation is needed further to improve its or- 
‘ganization and personnel. Greater opportunity for ad- 
vancement should be held out to the officers and men, as 
the life and strength of a corps depend chiefly upon an 
adequate and a just system of promotion. A commis- 
sioned line officer, after many years of service, now can 
attain only the rank of captain (equivalent to a major 
in the Army), while the highest rank of an engineer offi- 
eer is practically that of chief engineer (equivalent to a 
captain in the Army). This limited promotion is not 
eonducive to the best interests of the Service, nor com- 
mensurate with its scope and character or the qualifica- 
tions required for its officers. Difficulty is being ex- 
perienced, particularly in the engineer corps, in obtaining 
suitable candidates for cadetships for the reason, mani- 
festly, that the Service does not offer sufficient induce- 
ment for young men to enter it as a life profession. 

These conditions can be largely overcome by the en- 


actment of a bill-along the-lines-of that recommended to 
the Fifty-ninth. Congress.. This. measure. (Senate 
7663, which was favorably reported to the Senate 
by the Committee on Commerve, provides, among 
other things, for two additional grades each in the line 
and engineer corps and a reduction in the present num- 
ber of captains and chief engineers. By its terms suit- 
able status is given the chief of the Service, who, not- 
withstanding his larger duties and greater responsibili- 
ties, has now no higher rank than any other captain, a 
situation not consistent with proper organization and 
discipline and without parallel in other military branches 
of the Government. The proposed legislation will, in 
the interest of efficiency, also insure benefits for the war- 
rant officers and enlisted force. The features of the bill 
are based upon military precedent in accordance with 
the character and purpose of the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice and the laws for its government. A careful esti- 
mate shows that the annual increase in expenditure due 
to the operation of the measure would be in round num- 
bers not more than $70,000. 
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HEAVY ORDNANCE. 


A correspondent writes us that having indulged himself 
in reading the article of Col. Rogers Birnie, O.D., in 
the Journal of the M.S.I., No. 150, “Construction of 
Heavy Ordnance,” and the discussion in October Artillery 
Journal, of Major H. L. Hawthorne, C.A.C., on “In- 
creased Calibers for Sea Coast Guns,” he has this to 
cffer: 

“The proposed 14-inch gun in its very incipiency has 
excited apprehension in the ranks of its prospective 
users, and this even before it has been given a trial. Here 
1 am reminded of the discussion on the merits of the 
disappearing gun carriage. The views of all officers 
of Artillery were asked for, mere opinions after all, 
when, probably to the surprise of the ruling authorities, 
one officer spoke up and said, ‘I don’t know anything 
about it; there is nothing upon which to base an opinion. 
‘Why not try the carriage? This opinion was worth all 
others put together, and probably led to a special board 
being ordered to test the carriage, and to this officer, who 
had the courage of his convictions, being made its re- 
corder. 

“Why not stop all discussion by building a 14-inch gun 
and testing it? Test it thoroughly, and let us also heed 
Colonel Birnie’s sage observation that the great ma- 
jority of hits upon the heavy armor of battleships will 
be at oblique impact, ‘for which the 16-inch gun affords 
none too much power, and it is to be regretted, I think, 
that advantage was not taken of this opportunity to 
place it, instead of the 14-inch caliber, in the seacoast 
defenses.’ Captain (later General) Rodman dissertated 
much upon the subject of ‘racking effects’ and impact 
energy compounded in large degree of mass and less of 
velocities, so that for one I have early been imbued with 
his ideas. It therefore affords me great satisfaction to 
find the leading expert in ordnance construction of the 
present day in accord with Rodman of the past. All dis- 
cussions on the ‘subject of penetration that neglect to 
reckon with the wasted energy of glancing shots are wide 
of the mark. 

“Suppose, for sake of argument, even if it be not lit- 
erally true, that the constructor has advertised his goods 
too highly and that in the matter of endurance he must 
tuke a reef in-his topsail, why not allow him a little lee- 
way in an argument which supports the effort to give him 
the key to the Treasury vaults and surely is a fair propo- 
sition on its face? Why allow ourselves to become so 
infatuated with this target practice record as not even to 
give the Devil his due? For look you, it was with re- 
duced charge and reduced velocity the Kilbourne guns 
made their handsome record. 

“This should be an important factor in any discus- 
sion, since here we are still on a high plane with the 12- 
inch, and accepting what we all know and well under- 
stand, we shall be on a higher plane with the 14-inch. 

“We are learning much, too, about glancing shots, how 
96 per cent. of shots in action cannot be counted to effi- 
cient work with delay action fuzes, and how necessary it 
is to provide instantaneous acting fuzes for all projectiles 
fired in anticipation of a glance. And why is this? We 
have been picking up information as we go along—daily 
learning that large projectiles have a greater capacity for 
mischief than smaller ones—that capacity resting in its 
interior contents of high explosive. See what a leading 
light of the Artillery Corps has to say so far back as 
eighteen months ago: 

‘Both the engineer board and the ordnance board are 
now in favor of the 16-inch gun. The whole argument has 
been reduced by our experiments at Sandy Hook with high 
explosive shells against armor, and by the naval battle be- 
tween Rojestvensky and Togo in the Sea of Japan, to a 
question of racking rather than perforation. The racking 
effect increases very rapidly with the increase of shell ca- 
pacity. The 16-inch shell holds fifty pounds more of explo- 
sive ‘D’ (‘Dunnite’) than the 14-inch. Its racking effect 
would be enormously greater on water-line and turret armor.’ 

“So it comes about, that in debating this question of 
guns, the odds are in favor of the 16- over the 14-inch, 
since the projectile capacity of the former is fifty pounds 
(of explosive ‘D’} greater than it is for the latter caliber, 
and, logically, we must conclude, of the 14-inch over the 
12-inch. Indeed, we have had some startling surprises 
as the outcome of late contests, and while but a short 
time since we were inclined to ridicule a proposition to 
waste useful penetrative energy by exploding the shell on 
the outside of a vessel, on impact, and were striving to 
maintain the projectile intact until it had entered the 
body of the ship: finding now that we are beaten on that 
tack, let us ‘acknowledge the corn.’ 

“Next, turning to the Artillery Journal of September- 
October, we find Major Hawthorne apparently arguing 
in favor of holding fast to the high velocities for the 12- 
inch Army rifle. Here let him speak: ‘The recent 
recommendation of the Ordnance Department that high 
velocities and heavy powder pressures be abandoned, 
and that we return to the old system of firing heavier 
projectiles with smaller velocities, is a complete acknowl- 
edgement of defeat in the struggle between armor and 
gun. Although the heavier projectile with lower ve- 
locities may for a time bring the gun once more to the 
front (a generous admission) the advantage may be but 
temporary (the italics are ours, there having been an 
implied doubt) and an improvement in the resisting 
power of armor, or its increased thickness may again 
force higher velocities on the gun, and this time may 
find the construction of the gun, with its lighter weight 
and shorter barrel, unequal to any advance in that direc- 
tion. Recourse must again be had to the 12-inch type of 
gun construction with an increase in velocity, thus find- 
ing ourselves where we have now arrived, but with a 
great expenditure of time and money on guns no longer 
of value. The problem is, therefore, to meet the evil ef- 
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fects of gun erosion and continue on that line until every 
possible.method of prevention has been tried.’ - 

“But has not our ordnance expert said in No. 150, No- 
vember-December number of the Journal M.S.L.; 
‘The 14-inch (proposed model) has the same measure of 
penetration at. 8,700 yards as the 12-inch model of 1900, 
with 2,550 f.s. muzzle velocity, which it is designed to 
supplant. The great majority of hits upon the heavy 
armor of battleships will be at oblique impact, for which 
the 16-inch gun affords none too much power, and it is 
to be regretted, I think, that advantage was not taken 
of this opportunity to place it instead of the 14-inch 
caliber in the seacoast defenses.’ 

“Practically speaking, it would therefore seem to be 
most proper for the artillerist to, in some degree, hus- 
band the efficient rifles (the 12-inch) of. which he is so 
justly proud until the hour arrives when he may go on 
giving us the Kilbourne record with no qualifying. state- 
ment such as ‘with all the apparatus in the most perfect 
working order it is believed they could have made even 
a better showing.’ Probably the ordnance constructor 
may, if erosion cannot be eliminated, soon be prepared 
to hear that, unfortunately for our target practice, the 
12-inch gun is not doing as well as at first it promised, 
as the erosion of bore has greatly impaired its accuracy. 

“But this is neither here nor there; there are other fac- 
tors entering this gun problem which no doubt influence 
Colonel Birnie’s judgment. Initial velocity is not every- 
thing that goes to preserve flatness of trajectory. With 
every improvement of caliber for similar figures or 
form of projectile the sectional density increases in rapid 
ratio, and so much does this factor assert itself in the 
ballistic problem that with considerably less initial ve- 
locity of projectile the 14-inch or the 16-inch will draw 
down to a flatter trajectory towards the terminal of its 
path where danger space counts, than the lighter, shorter 
and more ephemeral competitor, the 12-inch; so in fact 
there should be no misgivings about clustering or group- 
ing of shots and, danger spaces remaining in favor of 
the largest calibers, should the time arrive when erosion 
disappears and powder charges for all calibers and all 
models may be carried to the limits of safety. 

“As we are quoting such experts as Hawthorne and 
Birnie, we may further state that it is becoming more 
and more manifest that possibly as many as ninety per 
cent. of all hits in action against ironclads will be 
glancing shots, rendering delay action fuses useless if 
not detrimental, and so some instantaneous acting fuse 
must be supplied for such contingencies; and smashing 
effect due to the shell charge, Dunnite or Maximite no 
longer can be ignored.” 
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WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH THE ARMY? 
1, GENERAL REMARKS. 

We would like to answer the above question at once 
by saying: “There is nothing the matter with the Army.” 
As it is, we cannot make that reply at present. For the 
first part our remarks will be general, and from them an 
inference may be drawn from which it will be known 
what we believe to be, in part at least, the matter with 
the Army. : 

There never has been within two or three decades, if 
ever before, a time when there has been such a state of 
unrest, amounting to discontent, as exists at the present 
time among both officers and men of the Army, particu- 
larly of the line. This does not indicate a healthy state 
of affairs, nor is it conducive to the best interests of the 
Service. This subject was referred to by General Carter 
in his report two or three years ago, and by others in 
various ways since. “Where there is an effect, there must 
be a cause.” General Bell is credited with saying: 
“There is something wrong with the Army.” He ex- 
plained his statement by saying that an increase of pay, 
and so forth, was necessary. Yet we believe the General 
bad some other things in mind at the time that neither 
he nor any other officer could publicly express without 
incurring the displeasure of higher authority. What is 
the matter with the Army? It is not an easy matter to 
determine what is the matter, but, in a general way, al- 
most every officer has some ideas on the subject. Let us 
see, if we can, where, from our point of view, some of the 
trouble comes from. Some of the causes have been of 
gradual growth: others have appeared within the last 
two or three years. A few years ago no officer spoke of 
unrest and discontent in the Army, nor said “there was 
something wrong” with it. On the other hand, the Army 
was praised, and justly so, both as to personnel and dis- 
cipline, and it was referred to as being contented and effi- 
cient. Yet promotion was slower then than now, and de- 
sertions occurred, as‘ they always will, just as workmen 
leave the mills and factories, only in the latter case it is 
not called desertion. We did not, however, have the Gen- 
eral Staff and tropical possessions, and captains were not 
made brigadier generals. For some years previous to the 
Spanish-American War there was a coterie of officers, 
who were always absent from their regiments, especial- 
ly when any disagreeable duty threatened. They enjoyed 
various details—called “soft snaps”—many of them mere- 
ly nominal so far as duties were concerned. These offi- 
cers managed to remain absent more or less permanently, 
and, acquiring more or less influence of various kinds, ob- 
tained details for their friends and permanent appoint- 
ments for themselves. If any active service occurred they 
hurried back to their regiments in time to receive the re- 
wards for the work that others had done, and to avoid 
the. disagreeable features of such work. This coterie 
greatly encouraged the use of influence in obtaining de- 
tails, rezardless of merit. Of course, there has always 
been more or less political and social influence used, but 
it never became the dominant idea in the Army until] the 
coterie referred to became a regular, though unrecognized, 
institution. ‘This coterie came to be known as the “Army 
Ring.” Its members got al] there was to get. Those out- 
side of it got nothing. Still the Army got along very 
well, and at times thought itself fortunate in getting rid 
of the “coffee coolers,” who were really of little use with 
their regiments. Much of the trouble at the beginning 
of the Spanish-American War was due to these “coffee 
coolers,” who had influence to get appointments with ad- 
vanced rank and for which many of them were not fitted. 
Having been absent from duty with troops a long time, 





‘they were wanting in the experience necessary for the oc- 


casion in the first place, and in the second place they were 
more interested in advancing their own interests than 
they were in atiending to their proper duties. All know 
the results, both in the United States and in its island 
possessions. The Volunteers were blamed for a great deal 
of the trouble, but the fault was not wholly theirs by any 
means. A great deal of the trouble to-day is due to the 
same cause, viz., too much attention to self-advancement 
among the officers, and not enough attention to proper an} 
strictly military duties. It is surprising how many excel- 
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lent: officers lose interest in strictly military duties and 
matters of a practical nature after they have been on de- 
tached service away from troops for some time. They 
are interested in various matters not professional, and 
speak as though their profession was only an incident, 
‘and other matters the main thing, particularly if refer- 
venee to troops is ever made. Their ideas change to the 
extent of advocating things they were known to oppose 
when with their regiments, especially if there was any 
probability of their ever having to execute them. They 
learned to write essays fluently, however, in advocacy of 
their changed views. A change of ideas is a good thing if 
the change leads to a greater interest in the practical 
work of one’s profession. 

Many of us thought the General Staff would be a good 
thing for the Army, and we hope that in time it will. Just 
at present the Army is suffering from disappointment in 
this respect. Some of the appointments to the General 
Staff have given the idea. prevalent at present, that it is 
a legalized “Army Ring.” However, it has done a few 
good things and has some fine officers as its members. 
Otherwise it appears to be “sizzling in its own juice” and 
looking for the promotion of its own members and their 
friends. There are, however, some exceptions. We hope 
for better things and trust that we will not hope in vain. 
It is a common thing to take up fads one after the other, 
and the Army has not been free from this fault, especial- 
ly since the Boxer War in China. So the tendency to 
copy a great many things and methods from Europe has, 
to a large extent, taken possession of the General Staff, 
or, perhaps, the War Department. The General Staff it- 
self is an adoption from the continent of Europe. We 
needed something of the sort, it is true, a body of officers 
to arrange and prepare for future emergencies, so that 
in case of active operations the Army may be ready. This 
is very necessary especially in case of the Supply Depart- 
ments more than in any other branch of the Service, and 
just here is where we think the General Staff has failed. 
It has given too much attention to the line of the Army, 
which did not need it. Ir 1898 the line of the Army was 
ready and nowhere failed, although a number of its offi- 
cers betook themselves to other and pleasanter duties than 
the line of the Army was likely to afford. These officers 
were of the class referred to in the beginning of this ar- 
ticle. who had temporarily left their “coterie” and joined 
their regiments. Such as were not of this class deserved 
all the promotion they got—if they got any. There is no 
reason to suppose that, unless present methods are 
changed, the same or similar conditions will not exist at 
the beginning of another war, as existed in 1898. The 
first thing to be done is to remember that the general 
characteristics of the people of the United States, their in- 
stitutions and their ideas, are different from those of the 
people of Europe. Even the physical features of the 
country are for the most part different. An immigrant ts 
in the country scarcely a week before he is imbued, to 
some extent, with the ideas of the American people, suffi- 
ciently so at least to object to having the disagreeable 
features of the country he left follow him wherever he 
goes. Apparently the General Staff is trying to engraft 
on the Army many of the military ideas of Europe; is, in 
fact, trying to Europeanize the Army and its methods. 
Adopted in a modified form, no doubt, some of the things 
adopted would be good: adopted as some of them have 
been in toto, they are objectionable. : 

Our country is said to be young yet. So it is in a 
sezse. But it is not so young but that we should have 
a military system of our own. Our industrial system has 
outgrown European methods. Let our military system 
follow suit. There are two sides to every question, and, 
unfortunately, our military attachés who furnish the War 
Department with information frequently seem to be im- 
pressed with what they see on one side alone, and that 
apparently the side least adapted to the United States. 
The observers sent to Manchuria during the Russo-Jap- 
anese War are excepted from this comment, as they were 
sent with a specific object in view. In this connection it 
may be said that the report of Major Kuhn, Corps of 
Engineers, is unusually good. Our comments on the Gen- 
eral Staff are to show where we think it has so far failed, 
and why. We think it will do better in the future if it 
takes a hint and pays more attention to the various staff 
departments of the Army and less to the line, for, as we 
have said, the line has never yet failed. 

We will in Part 2 give specifically, as far as possible, 
our view of what we believe to be the “Matter With the 
Army.” OBSERVER. 


MAN-STOPPING BULLETS. 

In January, 1907, a board of officers, consisting of a 
colonel of Infantry, a major and a captain of Cavalry, a 
eaptain, Artillery Corps, and a captain, Ordnance De- 
partment, met at Springfield Armory, Mass., for the 
purpose of testing revolvers and automatic pistols; also 
to determine a design of automatic pistol or revolver 
best adapted to fulfill the requirements of the military 
service; likewise. to report whether, in its opinion, the 
service caliber .38 should be the caliber of the design 
selected. The report of the board has been published 
in the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL. Two types of auto- 
matic, or self-loaders, caliber .45, were deemed best 
adapted in competitions for one year, with revolvers or 
hand loaders, for practical trial. It has not been as 
generally published that the board tested a man-stopping 
bullet, nor is it known that the board made two reports 
regarding what they untechnically call an explosive bul- 
let, or mushroom bullet. Some members of the board 
held’ that the employment, in modern warfare, even 
against savage enemies, of a spread bullet would be in 
violation of The Hague conference. They reported ac- 
cordingly. The rest of the board recommended that a 
few thousand man-stopping bullets of the kind submit- 
ted by a-certain captain be sent to the Philippine Isl- 
ands. As’ none of these mushroom bullets have, so far 
as known,‘ been supplied for use in the Department of 
Mindanao, it is conjectured that the determining au- 
thorities haye not thought it best to supply such for the 
use of troops engaged, or to be engaged, in savage war- 
fare on the islands of Mindanao, Jolo or Samar. This 
in deference to The Hague conference, although neither 
England or America were signatory powers to the clause 
prohibiting the use of mushroom projectiles for small 
fire arms of projections. Press items allege that “while 
The Hague conference drew the line at use of airships 
or balloons for offensive purposes, the American Gov- 
ernment will creep through a loophole left by the con- 
ference and provide a machine for defensive purposes.” 
Assuming this to not be a subterfuge, why not issue 
man-stopping bullets for defensive purposes? The pen- 
dulum of caliber for smal] arms projectiles has swung 
from large caliber to small caliber: shock vs. penéetra- 
tion,’ and back. again. umanitarianism will do to 





preach ‘better than to, practice,.as yeterans. know. . The 


writer advocates the employment of any kind of a mis- 

sile in savage weapons for retaliatory purposes if at- 

tacked. In this conviction he voices the experience of 

those who have seen the futility of attempting to put 

out of action an on-rushing savage with a pea-sized 

projectile. Moro. 
LITERARY NOTES. 

Mr. William L. Finley has contributed to the January 
Century the results of several months’ observations of 
the California condor at home—an interesting species 
seemingly rapidly becoming extinct—and a number of 
photographs taken at very close range, the first ever 
made of the bird. The observations necessitated eight 
thirty-five-mile trips into the mountains with heavy 
camera equipment, much hazardous climbing along steep 
and rocky slopes, and hours of patient waiting; and the 
record seems certain to prove a valuable addition to 
modern ornithology. The January Century will be a 
“fiction number,” and among the contributors are the 
authors of the following popular books: “The Divine 
Fire,’ “The Fugitive Blacksmith,” ‘Hugh Wynne,” 
“Gallops,” “‘The Call of the Wild,” and “The Magnetic 
North.” There will be also stories by three new writers. 

Theodore Roosevelt contributes to the January Scrib- 
ner an account of his recent bear hunt “In the Louisi- 
ana Canebrakes.” Dr. Alexander Lambert, who accom- 
panied him, furnishes a series of photographs of the 
guides, the dogs and the Canebrake. 

Major Charles Lynch, Med. Dept., U.S.A., in his 
Enno Sanders Prize Essay on “The American National 
Red Cross in War,” contends most earnestly that the 
working personnel of the Red Cross, when employed in 
the Army or the Navy, should be under Army or Navy 
discipline and command as the case may be. Infractions 
of law or discipline on the part of individuals of the Red 
Cross should ordinarily be punished by summary dis- 
charge by the senior medical officer, with report to the 
immediate commander and to the Surgeon General, but 
for more serious offenses the same officer should prefer 
charges in the proper form. 

The Veteran Association of the 5th New York Volun- 
teer Infantry, “Duryee Zouaves,”’ has issued a volume 
commemorative of the dedication of the monument at Bull 
Run, Va., Sept. 29, 1906, and of the gate and grounds, 
May 30, 1907, erected by the state of New York to per- 
petuate the memory of the heroic services of their regi- 
ment, 462 strong, in support of Hazlett’s Battery D, 5th 
U.S. Artillery, when attacked by a division of the victori- 
ous Confederates. The regiment stubbornly withstood 
this force, and checked its advance, until the battery had 
withdrawn. In holding this position, the regiment suf- 
fered the greatest loss of life sustained by any Infantry 
regiment, in any battle, during the entire Civil War. The 
casualties were: Killed or mortally wounded, 124; wound- 
ed, 223. Both color bearers and seven out of eight of 
the color guard were killed, but the colors were broughi, 
with honor, off the field.

A., shines out as a frontispiece to the January number 
of the Journal of the U.S. Cavalry Association. Captain 
Furlong proposes a new remount system, Capt. W. D.

The author, 
Jeila Burton Wells, is a genuine Army girl, being the 
daughter of Gen. George H. Burton, U.S.A., retired, and 
the wife of Captain Wells, now stationed at the Presidio 
of San Francisco. One of Mrs. Wells’s sisters married 
Lieut. G. M. Lee, son of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, and the other 
is the wife of Captain Pearce, of the 28th Infantry, so 
she is, as she herself proudly proclaims, “all Army.” Mrs. 
Wells has just returned from a two years’ tour of the 
Philippines, where “The First Indorsement” was written. 
The story is strongly dramatic and arrangements are be- 
ing made to dramatize it. ‘The author has already had a 
dramatization of another of her stories accepted by Wil- 
liam Gillette, who will probably produce it in New York 
this season. 





TEMPERANCE OPINION OF THE CANTEEN. 
Salt Lake City. 
TO THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I see by perusing several western papers that there is a 
verging around of public opinion in regard to the Army 
canteen, and many are yoicing the opinion that it was 
a grand mistake in abolishing the canteen, being an injus- 
tice to the enlisted man, that Uncle Sam should be 


guided by common-sense and reason and not be bossed by 
the cranks and faddists of the W.C.T.U. and other tribes 
of such ilk who, I honestly believe, are sincere and honest 
in their convictions, but who, in the zeal and ardor of 
their cause—that of temperance—have let it get the bet- 
ter of their sound common sense. I am a life-long church 
member—the Welsh Calvinistic Methodists now with re- 
gard to English section affiliated with the Presbyterian 
church—also a life-long teetotaler (total abstainer), and 
have as much interest in true temperance reform as has 
any member of the W.C.T.U., but am compelled to ad- 
mit that the greatest hindrance and stumbling block to 
temperance reform are the rabid and unreasonable class 
such as the W.C.T.U. and the prohibitionists. No real 
sound and solid temperance reform can be got without 
the aid of the moderate drinkers. and that is what the 
Right Honorable David Lloyd George, president of the 
3oard of Trade in the British Cabinet, said in a Welsh 
temperance gathering—that when the next bill in regard 
to temperance reform comes to be drafted it must be tol- 
erant and moderate in its demands, so as not to shock 
the English nervous system, thus showing his strong com- 
mon sense. In fact, those who are forever shouting and 
blatting for the whole hog —total prohibition—and nothing 
but the whole hog, are vw blooming lot of nuisances who 
want sitting on, as they are in a sense.as much against 
true progressive temperance reform as.even the liquor in- 





terest itself; in fact, in many senses the latter is more: 
amenable to reason. 

In America as in England there is some strong repug- 
nance to compulsory military training or to any phase 
of the conscript system. We erroneously, no doubt, look 
upon the voluntary army as a national army, and look 
with a certain amount of contempt on conscripts. But 
in the true sense of the word neither England nor America 
has a national army. The only real national army is in 
those countries that enforce universal military service. The: 
censcripts in European countries can say with justifica- 
tion that the British and American armies are hirelings,. 
which, in a sense, ‘s true, as we hire soldiers to do the 
fighting for us, the =ation as a nation being merely on- 
lookers. There is a difference between that nation where 
all, whether rich or poor, are obliged to undergo military 
service and the nation that hires a small professional] 
army. The former does not encroach on the liberties of 
the people; neither does the latter guarantee them. Eng- 
land was never under a more complete military despotisns 
than when under the splendidly disciplined but smali-in- 
point-of-numbers professional army under Cromwell, prob- 
ably the finest fighting force the world has seen either- 
hefore or since. That army under Cromwell stood and 
fought for the liberties of the people—for the common- 
wealth—but in other and less scrupulous hands what a 
menace and what a car of juggernaut such a fine fighting 
machine as that small force would be in despoti¢ hands. No 
power can ke despotic where all the people have had uni- 
versal military training, once the people are educated and 
intelligent enough to know their own strength. For the 
real national army I am inclined to the belief that the 
Swiss military system nearest answers the purpose. 
Neither America nor Britain has a national army in the: 
true sense of the word. We both use “hirelings” for de- 
fense of the country, however obnoxious the term may be.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Under the new military law of Switzerland the recruits” 
course is increased from forty-five to sixty-five days for 
the infantry, from eighty to ninety days for cavalry, and 
from fifty-five to seventy-five days for gunners. It re- 
mains at fifty days for engineers. It is increased from 
forty-six to fifty days in the sanitary service, and from 
thirty-eight to sixty days in the administrative branches. 
The cours de révision in the élite formerly took place only 
every ten years. It is now to be annual, and to last from 
eleven to fourteen days for all arms of the service. In 
the Landwehr one course, eleven days long, replaces the 
two periods of six days each. The cavalry is not called 
up in this branch. Officers’ schools remain unchanged. 
By the new law the men serve from twenty to thirty- 
two years of age in the élite, or first line, from thirty- 
three to forty years of age in the Landwehr, and from 
forty-one to forty-nine years of age in the Landsturm, 
or third line. 

New regulations recently issued to the Italian army 
provide that in the training of young officers the moral 
and intellectual preparation begun in the schools must 
be continued and concluded in the unit. They also deal’ 
with the physical training of officers in gymnastics, fen- 
cing, swimming, riding, cycling, etc., which the regimental 
commander must carefully supervise. 

Emperor William of Germany shoots with unerring ac- 
curacy and recently he made a total of 700 head of game 
in one day. In shooting he used only his right hand, with 
a light gun, 

Colonel Gadke, the noted German military critic, in 
commenting upon the recent German Imperial Army 
maneuvers, says: “Certain regiments had as many as 
300 men crippled, ang the field hospitals were choke-full 
and insufficient for the numbers of the sick. The cause of 
this was the exaggerated length of the marches which. 
seme regiments of the 10th Army Corps had to carry out; 
as much in some cases as sixty kilometers (about thirty- 
four miles) a day. The cavalry, too, did not altogether 
satisfy the Emperor, who especially criticised the com- 
mand of the cavalry division attached to the 10th Army 
Corps (the B Division).” 


The military correspondent of the Novoe Vremya, of 
St. Petersburg, in an article on the new Russian infantry 
drill regulations, makes the following comment: “During 
the last war, the lack of decision and initiative, in all 
ranks, cost us very dear. As a result of the very char- 
acter of the conflict, our soldiers of all ranks necessarily 
enjoyed a great independerce; but from lack of custom 
they were unable to make any use of it. If our soldiers, 
under the enemy’s fire, took no step without their com- 
mander, it was simply because they were incapable of do- 
ing so, and the officer, whether he wished or not, had to 
personally devote himself to small details, which made 
him neglect the general supervision of the company. Our 
heavy loss in officers is explained exactly by this neces- 
sity for their being always seen everywhere. We repeat, 
our soldiers positively did not know how to fight without 
receiving the minutest detail of orders from their officers, 
and it was even the same in regiments which covered 
themselves with glory. This evil must be remedied by 
greatly developing initiative during action, in all ranks. 
We must do our recent enemy the justice of acknowl- 
edging that they know how to fight individually, whilst 
co-operating for a common object.” 

The British Admiralty, in a recent circular, draws at- 
tention to the necessity for the exercise of greater care 
to prevent small-arm and aiming-tube cartridges from 
getting into the possession of people who are in no way 
connected with the service. In calling attention to this 
the Admiralty have directed that a more careful watch is. 
to be kept over the issue and expenditure of these cart- 
ridges. Special measures are to be adopted by the ac- 
counting officers to ensure that the cartridges are ac- 
curately accounted for, and a form is to be introduced 
in order that the expenditure may be properly authenti- 
cated, Particular care is enjoined that all unexpended 
cartridges are received back at the close of the practice, 
and all fired cases recovered to the fullest extent possible. 


The Reichsbote, of Betlin, quotes a Japanese officer, 
writing from Port Arthur during the siege, as follows: 
“The most deadly arm against us were the mitrailleuses 
placed in trenches protected by lines of wire entangle- 
ments. They brovght our columns to a halt, and in a few 
minutes the ground between us and the enemy’s positions 
assured the aspect of 9 horrible cemetery, before which 
even the bravest recoiled.” During the battle of the 
Shaho, where Bilderling’s 17th Army Corps distinguished 
itself as usual, a Russian officer says that the Japanese 
mitrailleuses, placed at four to five hundred yards from 
their opponents’ lines, decimated the latter, whilst the 
quick-firing guns themselves were scarcely visible and 
very difficult to hit. Owing to these experiences both the 
Russians and Japanese have considerably increased. the 
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number of these guns. Russia has now ninety-nine 
mitrailleuse companies for infantry, and sixty-four mitrail- 
leuse squadrons for cavalry, the whole counting some 
1,200 quick-firing guns. The Japanese believe that it is 
better to disperse the mitrailleuse, and have given four 
ef them, carried on mules’ backs, to each regiment of in- 
fantry and of cavalry. France, after long delay, is about 
to vote the credits of 1,200 mitrailleuses. 





ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Lieut. Cok. Charles McClure, U.S.A., Adjutant General’s 
Department of 'Texas, in an official communication under 
date of San Antonio, Dec. 12, 1907, to the commanding 
officer of Fort Sill, Okla., relative to athletics, says: “Re- 
ferring to the report of 2d Lieut. James P. Marley, 1st 
Field Art., officer in charge of athletics, on the field meet 


held at your post, forwarded by your endorsement of Dec. 
9, 1907, I have the honor to communicate to you the fol- 
lowing remarks of the officer in charge of athletics at these 
headquarters, made in connection with the report above 
referred to, which are concurred in by the department 
commanders: “This meet seems to have complied with the 
letter and spirit of General Orders, No. 121, current 
series, these headquarters, and the instructions of the War 
Department in a most commendable manner. The small 
number of events, and the large proportion of military 
or semi-military special events apparently increased the 
interest of the enlisted men and made the meet more of a 
pleasure than a duty. The conditions governing the sec- 
tion harnessing race were especially comprehensive. The 
introduction of conditions requiring the setting of sights 
and quadrants is believed to be a new feature and one to 
be encouraged at all Field Artillery posts.’ ”’ 


The impression that the Army atmosphere is hostile to 
religious thought and life is based no doubt on excep- 
tionally gross examples of indifference. At Fort Leav- 
enworth, at any rate, the contrary is the case. There the 
religious exercises are attended by large congregations of 
soldiers and their friends. 'The Fort Leavenworth News, 
in an account of the Sunday night services in the post 
chapel, says: ‘Frequently chairs are placed in the aisles 
and only once in three years has the attendance fallen 
below one hundred, and that night there was a small-sized 
blizzard that brought the number down to fifty-two.” A 
census of the post shows that thirty per cent. of all per- 
sons there attend church once each Sunday in the year 
and the majority of the attendance is by men. Much of 
the success of the religious movement at Fort Leaven- 
worth is due to the labors of Chaplain John T. Axton, of 
the 18th Infantry. Arrangements have been made by 
which Chaplain Axton will deliver an illustrated lecture 
every Monday evening at the new Y.M.C.A. hall until 
the time comes for him to depart for the Philippines. The 
Chaplain spares no expense in getting the finest moving 
picture films and lantern slides with which to entertain 
and instruct his audiences. 

The United States Civil Service Commission will hold 
an examination Jan. 22, 1908, to fill vacancies in the po- 
sition of assistant engineer of tests in the testing labora- 
tory at Watertown Arsenal, Mass., at $1,200 per annum 
each, and vacancies requiring similar qualifications as 
they may occur in any branch of the Service. 

A newspaper despatch from Kamloops, B.C., says D. 
L. Keller, alias D. L. Smith, a former officer of the 
U.S. Army, of Reno, Nev. was arrested there Dec. 18 
charged with having stolen a blank check from the 

‘ United States quartermaster’s office at Fort Sheridan, 
Ill, and afterward having filled it in for $92,500. The 
prisoner intends to fight his extradition. At the War 
Department the opinion was expressed that the D. L. 
Keller arrested at Kamloops is former Capt. Daniel F. 
Keller, of the 27th Inf., who resigned on Feb. 16 last. 
He first joined the Army as a private in the 8th Cavalry. 
It is said at the War Department that the government 
will not lose anything, as the various assistant treasurers 
of the United States were notified to be on the lookout 
for and decline to honor the check. 


In reply to an inquiry from Major Omar Bundy, 6th 
U.S. Inf., Qnartermaster General J. B. Aleshire, under 
date of Dee. 2, stated that the leather gauntlets for offi- 
cers prescribed by War Department General Order 169, 
current series, while on mounted duty, are the same as 
those for enlisted men, except that they are one-half 
inch higher in the cuff.

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YELLOW FEVER IN CUBA. 

The yellow fever epidemic in Cuba, if it may be so 
called, that has for several months caused some uneasi- 
ress to our Army Medical Corps, has at last been com- 
pletely stamped out and the island has again a clean bill 
of health so far as this dreaded disease is concerned. Too 
great praise cannot be given to the American officers to 
whom we are indebted for this splendid achievement. Ma- 


jor Jefferson R. Kean, of the Medical Corps, who is sta- 
tioned at Havana as adviser to the provisional governor 
and the Cuban health authorities, has led the vigorous 
campaign that has been fought against the fever and to 
him the laurels should be awarded. 

Major Frank McIntyre, Acting Chief of the Bureau of 
Insular Affairs, this week received the following dispatch 
from Governor Magoon: “The raising of the quarantine 
has given great satisfaction to the people of Cuba, who re- 
quest me to express their gratification to you. The last 
case of yellow fever under treatment was discharged to- 
day. There is now no yellow fever under treatment, ob- 
servation or suspicion on the island.” . 

The last report made by Dr. Carlos J. Finley, Chief of 
the Cuban National Department of Health, shows that 
since the first of January. 1907, there have been seven 
cases of yellow fever in the city of Havana, of which 
only one case resulted in death. During the same period 
there have been in the island of Cuba, outside of Havana, 
154 cases, of which 50 cases resulted fatally. This shows 
how well the disease has been held in hand in the island, 
and when it is considered that in a population of over two 
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million there have been only fifty-one deaths, it may well 
be understood by comparison with disease in our own 
country how difficult it is to make the Cuban people give 
the serious consideration to yellow fever that the health 
authorities feel that it deserves. Best of all, it has been 
possible with a capable organization in control of the 
health laws to save the lives of hundreds, probably thou- 
sands, and set an example to the people of Cuba that 
should be remembered in future times of peril. 
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According to the annual report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the number of disasters to documented vessels 
during the last fiscal year within the field of the opera- 
tions of the Life-Saving Service was 347. On board these 
vessels were 3,936 persons, twenty-two of whom were 
lost. The estimated value of the vessels was $6,478,220 
and that of their cargoes $1,824,045, making the total 
value of property imperiled $8,302,265. The estimated 
value of property saved was $6,916,400 and of property 
lost $1,385,865. The number of vessels totally lost was 
fifty-five. The number of undocumented vessels—those 
under five tons burden—including sailboats, gasoline 
launches, rowboats, etc., which sustained casualties within 
the year was 491, involving 1,176 persons, of whom twen- 
ty-three were lost. ‘The estimated value of property in- 
volved in these disasters was $530,320, of which $516,- 
585 was saved and $13,735 lost. There were sheltered at 
the stations 807 distressed persons, to whom a total of 
1,140 days’ relief was furnished. More or less important 
assistance was rendered by the station crews to 714 ves- 
sels not included in the preceding figures, making the total 
number of vessels assisted 1,325. The crews saved the 
lives of 174 persons not connected with vessels, who had 
fallen from docks, piers, ete., or were otherwise endanger- 
ed. Warnings to 204 vessels running into danger were 
given by the signals of the patrolmen and watchmen of the 
Service. These signals were made at night in 182 in- 
stances, and twenty-two were given during the day in 
thick weather. Of the vessels so warned 196 were steam- 
ers. The number of stations embraced within the Service 
at the close of the year was the same as that given in last 
year’s report, 278, no additional stations having been es- 
tablished during the year. The net expenditure for the 
maintenance of the Service was $1,790,198.97. 
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Mr. W. B. Millar, national secretary of the Naval Y. 
M. Christian Association, writes to us, saying: “In view 
ef a statement which recently appeared in print and which 
does great injustice to Admiral and Mrs. Bowman H. Mc- 
Calla, the officers of the Naval Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation deem that a true statement of the situation of 
the Vallejo branch should be made. The article referred 
to states that the money advanced by Admiral and Mrs. 
McCalla for the erection of the building used by the Na- 
val Association for its work at that point for the sailors 
was given as a loan upon which the Association is paying 
seven per cent. interest annually. This statement is ab- 
solutely and unqualifiedly false. Admiral and Mrs. Mc- 
Calla advanced the larger part of the money necessary 
for the purchase of the ground and the erection of the 
building at Vallejo, with the understanding and hope that 
a portion of the sum thus advanced would be raised from 
the friends of the sailors in California and elsewhere. 
The title to the property is held by Admiral and Mrs. Mc- 
Calla and the building is leased to the Association for the 
nominal rental of one dollar per year. The Association 
meets the current expenses of the work, but interest 
charges on money advanced have been paid by Admiral 
and Mrs. MecCalla. A comparatively small amount has 
thus far beea given towards a fund to pay the debt. Both 
the Admiral and his wife have made every sacrifice and 
have been unremitting in their efforts to interest others 
in the movement. It seems only fair and just that this 
statement should be made and it will be very greatly ap- 
preciated if you will give it space in the columns of the 
JOURNAL.” 
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The Signal Corps of the Army has sent out the speci- 
fications for the dirigible balloons authorized by the 
Ordnance Board to be bought for use in military recon- 
naissance. The shape and size of the balloon are left to 
the judgment of the bidder, but the gas bag must not 
be longer than 120 feet. The weight of the material of 


which the gas bag is made must be 5.842 ounces a yard 
with a breaking strength of 62.5 pounds per inch width. 
This material will be required to conform to a sample to 
be furnished by the Signal Corps. It will be silk cov- 
ered with an aluminum preparation and require no var- 
nish. Inside the bag there will be one or two ballonets 
with tubes connecting with a centrifugal blower for 
maintaining a constant air pressure. A type of frame 
that can be easily taken apart and put together will be 
having 
a combined weight of 350 pounds, and 100 pounds of 
ballast to compensate for increased weight when operat- 
ing in rain. A speed of twenty miles an hour is re- 
quired in still air, but bidders are asked to submit prices 
based on the speed attained by their balloons. Speed is 
to be graduated down from twenty miles, taken as one 
hundred per cent. to sixteen miles, which is regarded as 
forty per cent. A lower speed than sixteen miles an 
hour will be rejected. 
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Now that the battleship fleet has sailed and attention 
may be given to other pressing work, the Ordnance Bu- 
reau of the Navy Department will take up the experi- 
ments with the pneumatic ammunition hoist that is being 
made at the Ransom Works in Boston. This hoist is con- 
structed on the principle of the pneumatic mail tubes 
that have been generally adopted by the Post Office De- 
partment and which are operated with complete success 
in work which, it is said, is quite as severe and burden- 
some as any that could be imposed on ammunition hoists. 
With the successful construction of such a hoist it would 
be possible to completely close all communication between 
the turrets and the handling room and so reduce the dan- 
ger from explosion by a spark or falling grains of powder 
to a minimum. 
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It is estimated that $200,000 has been expended by the 
government in bringing Oberlin M. Carter’s co-conspira- 
tors, Benjamin D. Greene and John F. Gaynor, to task. 
The fees of Canadian lawyers who were hired to secure 
extradition were $75,000. A decision by Judge Hough in 
the U.S. Circuit Court secures a return of $40,000 to the 
government in the shape of bail ‘money forfeited by the 
skipping of Gaynor and Greene to Canada. The for- 





feiture of this money was resisted on the ground that the 
Supreme Court had not yet passed on the question of 
guilt of the two associates of Carter. Judge Hongh 
stated, however, that he had no sympathy, either moral 
or legal, with the defendant, and ruled that the final de- 
cision as to the innocence or guilt of Greene did not 
absolve his bondsman when Greene failed to appear for 
trial as promised. He directed the jury to return a ver- 
dict for the government for the full amount, and also 
refused to entertain a motion for a new trial. A similar 
suit to recover the bail money which was put up to in- 
sure Gaynor’s appearance for trial in the Georgia court 
. as pending in the U.S. Circuit Court at Syracuse,

Hon. William McAdoo, of New York, at one time 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and formerly Chairman 
of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, is quoted by 
the Washington correspondent of the New York Tribune 
as declaring that the sending of the Atlantic Fleet to the 
Pacific is one of the wisest acts in the history of the 
Navy. He is also quoted as follows: “We are right on 
the firing line between the white and the yellow civiliza- 
tion, and-for this reason our Pacific coast must be as 
invulnerable as we can make it. I don’t look for the 
fleet which has sailed under ‘Bob’ Evans ever to return 
to the Atlantic waters, and I don’t believe it is the in- 
tention of the administration that it should return. I 
remember how along in 1884 we had literally to fight a 
battleship through the House of Representatives, and 
our Navy at that time would not do credit to the smallest 
South American repubiic now. This cruise will demon- 
strate to the world that we are ready, and that will do 
more to make peace than a hundred treaties could. We 
must have sufficient appropriations to build as strong a 
fleet in the Atlantic ocean, otherwise we can never hope 
to be in a position to pass a Japanese exclusion bill if 
we ever desire to do so. In ten more years I expect to 
see our Navy as efficient and powerful, if not as large, 
as Great Britain’s.”’ 





The steamship President Grant arrived at quarantine 
at New York with Secretary of War Taft on board on 
Dec. 20. Capt. M. F. Davis, aide to Major General Bell, 
Chief of Staff, was at quarantine to meet the Secretary. 
General Bell intended to be present, but was prevented by 
severe illness. Secretary Taft has been at work all the 
way from Vladivostok on his annual report, which he will 
finish at once and submit to Congress after the holi- 
days. Secretary Taft lost but one week by his choice of 
the route across Siberia for his return from the Philip- 
pines. Mail was received at the Department last Sunday 
that was sent from Manila the day he left there for Vlad- 
ivostok. The mails from the islands were never operated 
better than at present and their frequency brings the 
islands much nearer the United States than at any time 
hitherto. Strange as it may seem, the Army transports 
bear the palm for rapid transportation, there being una- 
voidable delays in sending mail by commercial steamers 


by way of Hong Kong or Japan, the latter method being 
rarely resorted to. 
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On page 377 of our issue of Dec. 14 it was said “the 
Comptroller has disapproved the commutation of quarters 
and credit for clerks’ pay in case of Pay Director Col- 
houn, U.S.N., while serving at the New York Yard.” 
The facts of the case are as follows: Both items were 
disallowed by the Auditor in the settlement of Pay Direc- 
tor Colhoun’s accounts. He appealed to the Comptroller, 
under date of Nov. 22, 1907, and under date of Dec. 3, 
1907, the Comptroller rendered a decision in his favor, 
from which we quote as follows: “The Auditor’s disal- 
lowance is disaffirmed and a difference found in favor of 
the appellant of ninety dollars and eleven cents.” 





General Oliver, Aéting Secretary of War, has renewed 
the recommendation made last winter by Secretary Taft 
that Congress authorize a maximum of $4.50 a day to all 
officers of the Army, contract surgeons and dental sur- 
geons when traveling in Alaska. This is urged because of 
the increased expense of traveling under the peculiar con- 
ditions in Alaska. In some places officers must hire dog 
trains and pay excessive rates for lodging and meals for 
a considerable party of men and animals. The illustra- 
tions made by Secretary Taft are repeated where in one 
case a young lieutenant had to make four trips a year 
from St. Michael to Nome at a cost of $683.20 out of his 
own pocket. 
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In a lecture on the results of The Hague Conference, 
delivered at the Sorbonne in Paris by André Tardieu, a 
prominent French diplomatist, who, at the end of Janu- 
ary will go to the United States to lecture at. Harvard 
and Yale Universities, it was pointed out that the most 
striking consequence of the deliberations at The Hague 
was that every great power with the sole exception of 
France, had forthwith set to work to make a formidable 
increase of naval strength. 
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Wireless telegraph experts in the employ of the gov- 
ernment at Fort Omaha, Neb., according to a New York 
Tribune correspondent, have just perfected instruments 
which will permit of comparative long distance wireless 
telegraphy from poles of limited height. Messages were 
on Dec. 18 sent twenty miles from a pole less than twenty 
feet in height. The experts believe the new instrument 
will permit wireless messages being sent to railroad trains 
in motion. 





The confusion in the use of wireless systems at Hamp- 
ton Roads the day and night of the departure of the fleet 
is something to be regretted and remedied as soon as prac- 
ticable. In time of war no such mix-up would be per- 
mitted and in time of peace on an occasion so important 
as the sailing of the great battleship fleet there should 
have been precaution taken in order to prevent what hap- 
pened. : 





There is much speculation in Army circles as to the se- 
lection of an officer to succeed Brig. Gen. Charies S. 
Smith, who retires Dec. 26 for age. It is reported that 
the appointment will be made from among the line officers, 
but it is doubted whether the President will select any 
of the senior colonels, who have been waiting the next 
vacancy with much anxiety. ‘ 
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TRIAL OF CAPTAIN CHASE, COAST ARTILLERY. 


‘The trial of Capt. Arthur W. Chase, 103d Coast Art., 
U.S.A., at the Army Building, New York, has received 
from the daily papers an unusual amount of attention for 
a court-martial. The charges were: Disrespect to a su- 
perior officer and conduct prejudicial to good order and 
military discipline. Both charges result from a letter 
Captain Chase wrote to the C.0., Department of the East, 
in which he complained that Lieut. Col. Clarence Deems, 
commanding the artillery district of Baltimore, was 
“ceaselessly trying to take” him “at a disadvantage with a 
view of bringing” him “to trial for some fancied neglect” 
of duty, Captain Chase specifically alleged that in Sep- 
tember, at a parade, a boil on the arm inconvenienced 
him so much that he had to turn his command over to 
Captain Whitney while he went to consult the post sur- 
geon. When Lieutenant Colonel Deems heard of the mat- 
ter, he was ordered to report immediately and went 
through a bad half hour in his superior’s office. ‘The 
fierce, unreasonable anger, the discourteous and insulting 
tones and the words by which I was cut short in my 
verbal explanations and ordered out of his office have 
not been duplicated during my service,” wrote Captain 
Chase. After investigation Colonel Heistand wrote Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Deems a letter, in which he said: ‘‘The 
contentious spirit manifested” by Captain Chase, “the 
remembering and making a matter of official complaint 
of such trivial matters as that of Sept. 13, 1907, and the 
attribution of unworthy motives and conduct to his su- 
perior officer, meet with the emphatic disapproval of the 
Major General commanding.” y 

Lieutenant Colonel Deems was informed that the 
counter charges which had in the meantime been pre- 
ferred by the latter against Captain Chase had been 
placed on file. “The Department,” he added, “makes 
this disposition of the case owing to the difficulty of con- 
vening a proper court for the trial of these charges and 
other expenses to the Government that would result from 
such action and not from any belief that the conduct 
of Captain Chase has been proper.” 

Another point was that, although the commanding of- 
ficer had told the adjutant to write that Captain Chase 
should not leave post until the proper reports were filed, 
the letter actually read that he should not leave “until 
further orders.” It was brought out that when Captain 
Chase had filed his first reports of practice and they had 
heen returned to be made out over again that the first ser- 
geant and not the captain had receipted for them and that 
they had been turned over to Lieutenant Cardwell, who 
had misunderstood the indorsement and had delayed 
making them out again. Lieutenant Brown testified that 
Captain Chase had received orders to stay with the 
battery on drill throughout the 4th and 5th of November, 
and not to stop for matters of luncheon or dinner until 
the practice of the battery was finished. That was in- 
tended to show that he would hardly have had time to 
complete the orders about filing new small arms practice 
reports, even if he had the proper blanks. 

Captain Chase acted as his own counsel in the case. 
Lieutenant Colonel Deems, who was the first witness, 
said that he considered the letter written by Captain 
Chase, which caused the court-martial, to be impudent. 
He denied that he ever had ordered the Captain from his 
office. 

“Has an officer ever before been ordered by you to 
remain within post limits at Fort Howard before charges 
were brought against him?’ asked Captain Chase. 

“T don’t recall any case,’ replied Colonel Deems, 
“where an officer having failed to obey an order has not 
at once made an explanation.” 

Later on in the cross-examination Captain Chase asked, 
“You would have been willing to let the matter drop if 1 
apologized for my letter?” 

“TI most certa‘nly would,” replied the Colonel. 

“Did you consider my letter was sent with criminal 
intent?’ asked the Captain, 

“TI did,” was the reply. 

“Then you were willing to compound a felony—” Cap- 
tain Chase began inquiringly. 

“Strike all that out,’’ ordered Col. Walter Howe, presi- 
dent of the court, and it was done. 

The testimony of Colonel Deems was confirmed by that 
of Lieut. Hugh S. Brewn, post adjt., who overheard the 
conversation. In cross-examination it appeared that Cap- 
tain Chase had had no opportunity to get the blanks he 
was blamed for not filling out in time, and that the Ad- 
jutant did not call Colonel Deems’s attention to this fact 
when he was ordered to write to Captain Chase for not 
filing them in time. Special stress was laid on the fact 
that Lieutenant Brewn had not told his commanding 
officer that Captain Chase had no chance to get blanks 
for his reports and that Captain Chase did not have a 
chance to see Captain Raymond’s complaint of him. The 
additional fact that Captain Chase was by order busy 
with the battery practice for two days when he was sup- 
posed to be getting out these reports was developed in 
several ways by the members of the court. 

Capt. Henry H. Whitney testified: “On Sept. 13 I was 
excused from drill by the battalion commander (Captain 
Chase) and went to my quarters. I had not been there 
more than a few moments when the commanding officer’s 
orderly came to ask me to report at once to headquarters. 
When I got there Lieutenant Colonel Deems demanded 
to know why 1 was absent from drill, leaving my com- 
pany on the ground. I started to explain, when he said, 
‘I don’t give a damn about that,’ and ordered me to re- 
turn at once. T did so and later was summoned to head- 
quarters. The commanding officer told me then that 
he had not understood and that he had learned that he 
was mistaken. He was milder in tone. Captain Chase 
bad been to sec him in the interval.” 

It had been testified by some witnesses that on the 
cecasion of having been censured in the commanding offi- 
cer’s office on Nov. 5 Captain Chase gave his head an 
“angry toss” and walked out. Captain Chase said that 
his head had a certain inclination because he was suffer- 
ing from lumbago, aggravated by the rainy weather of the 
period, and that there was no “angry toss.” Capt. C. F. 
Morse, post surg., was called to testify concerning the 
lumbago. 

Captain Chase’s examination of himself brought out a 
version of the scene when he was ordered out of the of- 
fice of the commanding officer, Lieut. Col. Clarence Deems. 
When Captain Chase went to the office that day he at- 
tempted to explain why he had failed to get in his re- 
ports of smal] arms practice, as ordered. ‘He seemed to 
be paying almost no attention to me, and I was telling 
him that I had no chance to get the proper forms, when 
he leaned forward, his face white and drawn with rage 
and, with a sweep of his arm, said: ‘Go obey the order 
- it once!’ I went out as directed,” said Captain Chase 
-.to himself. This contradicted the testimony of Lieut, 


Hugh 8S. Brown, the post adjutant, who was present on 
the occasion and said that the Colonel’s manner was not 





peremptory and that his tones in dismissing Captain 
Chase were just ordinary. 

Captain Chase, in summing up, did not make a very 
special point about the talks that he had had with his 
commanding officer, Lieut. Col. Clarence Deems, about the 
action of the latter in having officers brought to court- 


martial at other posts. It had been expected that this 
might be made a sensational part of the speech. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Deems had testified on Monday that he 
did not recall these conversations. It has been a point 
of Captain Chase’s defense that his talks with the com- 
manding officer about these things and the steps that the 
commanding officer had taken in other cases, coupled with 
the happenings at Fort Howard, led him to believe that 
he was going to be brought before a court. 

The case has been closed and the findings submitted to 
the reviewing officer.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Major Manly B. Curry, U.S.A., paymaster uf the De- 
partment of the Gulf, was killed in Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 
18, 1907, by being thrown from an automobile while on 
his way to the terminal station to catch a train for Ma- 
con. Major Curry had been visiting the home of Dr. 
William Carnes and was going to the station with the 
doctor. When the machine reached the end of the Wash- 
ington street viaduct Dr. Carnes failed to turn in time 
to avoid a collision with the railing.guarding an under 
passenger entrance. The shock threw Major Curry to the 
street. He died an hour later from concussion of the 
brain. Major Curry was born in Alabama April 23, 
1857, and was a graduate of Richmond College, Va.

Louis, Mo., and a former officer of the U.S. Navy, died at 
his summer home, “Glenbrook,” at Castleton, Vt., of apo- 
plexy, on Oct. 31, 1907. He was a graduate of the U.S. 
Naval Academy, class of 1868, and served through the 
grades of midshipman, ensign and master before his resig- 
nation in May, 1873. Among the vessels he served on 
were the Delaware, on the Asiatic Station; the Saco, of 
the European Station, and the Michigan, on the Great 
Lakes. Since the death of his father-in-law a few years 
ago, Mr. Smith had devoted his entire attention to the 
management of his estate at St. Louis, and his beautiful 
country place in Castleton, where he spent six or seven 
months each year, beautifying and improving the house 
and grounds, and had done many other things in a philan- 
thropic way for the town. He was the son of Hamilton 
Smith and Louise Elizabeth Rudd Smith, of Kentucky, 
and a grandson of Valertine Smith, of Durham, N.H. 
He was born March 15, 1847, at “Villulla,” his father's 
country place near Louisville, Ky. In 1871 Mr. Smith 
was married at Terre Haute, Ind., to Laura Isabella Gris- 
wold, daughter of William Dickinson Griswold and Maria 
Mosby Griswold. After his marriage he moved with his 
wife and her family to St. Louis, and after resigning 
from the Navy he engaged in the real estate business, 
soon becoming prominently identified with affairs in that 
city. He was a member of all the leading clubs and so- 
cieties there and served in the police reserve regiment 
during the great railway strike of 1879. Among Mr. 
Smith’s gifts to the town of Castleton were the stone steps 
placed at the entrance of the cemetery in memory of his 
wife, who died in 1904. He is survived by four sons, 
Griswold, Hamilton, Ralph and Huntington, jr. Ralph 
Smith, one of the sons, married Louise Sherman, of Cas- 
tleton, daughter of Mrs. Clara Sherman Childs, a few 
years ago. Mr. Smith at the time of his death was mak- 
ing the usual preparations to return to St. Louis for the 
winter. All of his family had left and only the help were 
living in the house with him at the time of his death. 
He was seemingly in his usual health Wednesday even- 
ing, Oct. 30, but was taken seriously ill early next morn- 
ing. A physician was summoned, but Mr. Smith died 
scon afterward. The burial was in the family lot in Cas- 
tleton cemetery, by the side of Mr. Smith’s wife. The 
contribution of flowers was marvelous in profusion and 
beauty. Rev. W. O. Higley, of the Advent Church, con- 
ducted the services, and in well chosen words voiced the 
general estimate of the character of the deceased. The 
bearers were his three sons, Griswold Smith, Ralph L. 
Smith and Huatington Smith, jr., and George F. Parker, 
Carlos S. Cole and John Jones. 

A correspondent writing of the death of Capt. Nathan 
Sargent, U.S.N., which occurred Dec. 5, 1907, at Wash: 
ington, D.C., as noted in our issue of Dec. 7, says: ‘“Cap- 
tain Sargent was a man of the highest character, an offi- 
cer of ability and distinction, a gentleman of many agree- 
able attainments, esteemed and respected by all who knew 
him. Those who had the,good fortune to be more closely 
associated with him best knew the strength as well as the 
gentleness of his nature. During his command of the 
Baltimore she became a most efficient ship and won the 
fleet gunnery trephy for 1906.

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THE QUESTION OF MOUNTED PAY. 

To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 
Briefly, the point in the argument of the Infantry offi- 
cers which some of their critics entirely miss is this: 
They honestly believe that the difference in pay between 
the mounted and dismounted services will rapidly tend to 
keep the most desirable young officers from entering the 
Infantry. As long as the difference in pay did not amount 
to very much it made no material difference, but when 
the difference in pay between mounted and dismounted 
officers is materially increased, it will tend to discourage 
officers from taking the Infantry. As the average young 
officer needs all the money he can possibly get, he will, if 
he has the opportunity, take every time the mounted ser- 
vice? The Infantry officers need the money just as much 
as the Artillery and Cavalry, probably more, as they 
change stations much oftener and consequently are put to 
much greater expense than officers in any other branch 
of the Service. No other branch travels as many miles 
in any given period as the Infantry. They are always the 
first to go and the last to come back and their expenses 
are consequently great. I am a mounted officer and I 
draw mounted pay, of course, and I will continue to 
draw it as long as it is legal, and yet I have never owned 
a horse, although I did have a saddle once and have not 
spent over fifty dollars during that entire time for my 
horse equipment. Horses and horse equipment should 
pe paid for by commutation in exactly the same manner 
as commutation of quarters, fuel or light, only when you 
actually have the goods, not otherwise.

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BATES AMENDMENT TO PAY BILL. 
Fort Andrews, Mass., Dec. 16, 1907. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The amendment to the pay bill referred to in a para- 
graph on page 377 of your issue of Dec. 14, 1907, says: 
“The pay * * * shall be increased twenty per cen- 
tum over the pay they are now receiving, and thereafter 
shall be increased ten per centum over the pay that they 
may thon be in receipt of for every succeeding period of 
four years’ service computed upon their total service in 
al) branches of these services from the date of the pas- 
sage of this act, Provided, that the total amount of said 
inerease shal] not exceed fifty per centum upon the full 
monthly pay of their rank or rating.’”’ There are here 
several points which should be made plainer before the 
bill is passed, to avoid the usual litigation, and adverse 
decisions of the Treasury Department. First, is the 10 
per cent. increase for the additional service computed on 
the new pay of the rank or the old pay? Second, should 
there not be a comma after “these services’? If not, 
then all troops now in the U.S. Army of long service 
would be placed on the same basis as the new recruit. 
Third, does not the “full monthly pay of their rank,” etc., 
mean the old pay plus the first 20 per cent., as established 
by this bill, and not the present pay? This would make 
a private’s initial pay $15.60; fifth year, $17.16; ninth 





year, $18.72; thirteenth year, $20.28; ‘seventeenth year, 
$21.84; twenty-first year, $23.40; thirtieth year, ditto. 
Total increase for 30th year over present pay, forty cents. 
L'ourth, does this bill abolish or supersede the present con- 
tinuous service and re-enlistment pay? 

If the present “continuous service and re-enlistment 
pay” is superseded, then the bill is certainly a “joker” 
and really means a decrease to those who need the in- 
crease most, and where the increase would do the most 
good to the Service, as the following figures show:

This means, as shown, a decrease to privates and cor- 
porals, the same pay to sergeants, and an increase very 
unjustly proportioned to those higher in rank. If it was 
necessary to make a “graded pay bill’ for officers, it is 
equally necessary for the same principle of justice to 
make the pay graded for enlisted men. Even, providing 
that the “continuous service pay” is not abolished, the 
increase is equally badly proportioned and evidently has 
been given no thought.

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THE ARMY CANTEEN ASSOCIATION. 


The first definite and organized attempt to restore the 
canteen to the Army was inaugurated last week by the 
formation of “The Army Canteen Association,’ having 
for its purpose the work of causing Congress to repeal 
the present law governing Army posts, and eliminating 
the doggeries and brothels, whose evil effects are felt all 
over the country. The initial meeting was held at the 
IIotel Gallatin, 70 West 46th street, New York, about fif- 
teen friends of the Army being present. The organization 
was launched at the call of Henry P. Fry, who was elect- 


ed secretary. It was decided not to elect other officers at 
present, it being desired to interest some prominent busi- 
ness men in various paris of the United States. Secre- 
tary Fry was instructed to draft suitable constitution and 
by-laws, and look into the matter of incorporating the so- 
ciety. A meeting will be announced later, when more 
members are secured for the organization. 

The following call has been received by us, and is pub- 
lished by. request of the secretary : 

New York, Dec. 16, 1907. 





To the people of America: 

Realizing that the law which deprived the soldiers of 
the Regular Army of their canteen has proven, under the 
severe test of several years, a dismal failure; and having 
found from the reports of leading officials in the Army 
and leading civilian public officials, that the absence of 
the canteen has weakened discipline and lowered the 
standard of the Army, an organization has been formed 
in the city of New York, known as the “Army Canteen 
Society.” This society has for its object the educating of 
the people to the fact that the passage of the Anti-Can- 
teen Law was a mistake ; showing the benefits derived from 
the canteen ; and by awakening the intelligence of the vot- 
ers upon this subject to secure the passage of a bill in 
Congress giving the Army back its canteen. Students 
of the American Army know that the Anti-Canteen Law 
was a blue law, and worthy more of the seventeenth than 
the twentieth century. 

I am therefore appealing to every friend of the Army 
who advocates the passage of this very important measure, 
to ask that you become a member of this organization— 
no matter in what part of the country you may reside. 
It is hoped that several thousand members may be se- 
cured without delay. 

The attention of officers and men in the Service is in- 
vited to the fact that if they can not contribute to a move- 
ment to influence legislation, their civilian friends on the 
outside may be persuaded to do so. It is desired that the 
work be entirely done outside the Army. 

Kindly reply to this call as soon as possible, in order 
that we may get the matter before the attention of the 
present Congress now in session.

G.O. 244, DEC. 11, 1907, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Section (a), Par. 16, G.O., No. 109, W.D., July 8, 1905, 
is amended to read as follows: 

16. Distribution of profits—- * * * (a) Five per 
centum will be paid into the regimental fund if a band be 
serving at the post. ‘This amount may be increased by the coun- 
cil with the approval of the commanding officer, but shall in no 
case exceed ten per centum. If a post receives periodically

G.O. 245, DEC. 12, 1907, WAR DEPARTMENT. 
I. Par. 112, A.R., as amended by Par. I., G.O., No. 96, 
W.D., April 25, 1907, is further amended to read as follows: 
112. Transfers of enlisted men will be made for cogent rea- 
sons only and will be effected as follows: 
1. When not involving change of station— 
(a) Within a regiment, by the regimental commander. 
(b) Within a detached battalion serving at such a dis- 
tance from regimental headquarters that more than 


fifteen days are required for exchange of correspond- | 


ence by mail, by the battalion commander. 
(c) Within an artillery district, by the artillery district 
commander. 

2. In cases involving change of station transfers will be 
made by the regimental commander, the battalion commander, 
under the circumstances stated in the preceding section, or 
the artillery district commander, with the approval of the au- 
thority competent to direct the necessary travel. 

3. From one organization of the line of the Army to another 
serving— 

(a) Within any post commanded by a general officer, by 
the post commander. 

(b) Within any territorial department not part of a di- 
vision, by the department commander. 

(c) Within any tactical or territorial division, by the 
division commander. 

4. From the line of the Army to the Hospital Corps, as pre 
scribed in the article relating to the Medical Department. 

5. In all other cases, by the War Department. 

II. Par. 190, Army Regulations, as amended by G.O., No. 
96, W.D., April 25, 1907, and by G.O., No. 160, W.D., July 31, 
1907, is further amended to read as follows: 

190. <A department commander is charged with the admin- 
istration of all the military affairs of his department, except 
as otherwise prescribed by Army Regulations. He will report 
to The Adjutant General of the Army all matters relating to 
the general welfare of the command, including such changes of 
stations of troops as he may deem desirable, but will obtain 
the approval of the War Department before ordering the move- 
ment. Whenever the stations of troops are changed, either 
permanently or temporarily, in a department within the United 
States, the department commander will immediately report by 
telegraph the time of departure and strength of the command 
to The Adjutant General of the Army. He will make a 
similar report when the troops arrive at the new station. If 
Gt is necessary to move troops to meet emergencies such 
‘movements and all the circumstances will be reported at the 
earliest possible moment. He will have immediate charge of 
the inspections necessary to carry out, for all the organized 
militia belonging within the limits of his department, the pro- 
visions of Section 14 of the Militia Act approved Jan. 21,

of Jolo, and written by the Adjutant General, Department of 
Mindanao, by direction of the department commander; referring 


to Lieutenant Renziehausen’s neglect to reply to communications 
relating to his return of Signal Corps property, and informed 
him that his action in this matter indicated a spirit of indif- 
ference subversive of discipline and inconsistent with the 
reputation of a good and efficient officer, which must be cor- 
rected, and that a repetition of the course pursued by him in 
this case would result in action by a court-martial; did disre- 
gard the censure, reprimand and warning contained in said 
letters, by neglecting to make reply to letters from the chief 
ordnance officer, Philippines Division, until required to make 
reply by Endorsement Headquarters Philippines Division.

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Lieut. Col. George W. Goethals, C.E., U.S.A., Chair- 
man of the Isthmian Canal Commission and Engineer-in- 
Chief of the Panama Canal, arrived in Washington this 
week and had brief conferences concerning the canal 
project with President Roosevelt and the Acting Secre- 
tary of War. With respect to the proposition to in- 
crease the width of the canal locks from 100 feet to 110 
or 120 feet, to meet naval requirements, Colonel Goethals 
is reported in press despatcheS as saying: “The engineers 
cf the Panama Canal Commission are perfectly willing 
that the locks shonld be widened to any extent that the 
Navy thinks necessary, as it is a matter of naval expedi- 
ency.” Accordiug to the same despatches Colonel Goe- 
thals holds that, so far as is known at present, a width 
of 100 feet for the locks will accommodate mercantile 
shipping for years to come, and that 100 feet is ample 
for all naval construction now building or proposed. A 
naval vessel that is ninety-eight feet beam allows eight 
feet more than the latest battleship proposed, and could 
get through a 100-foot lock without trouble. He sug- 
gests that if the efficiency of a battleship that can use the 
100-foot lock is materially less than one requiring 110 
feet width, there is no question that the 110-foot lock 
should be adopted. Work is in such shape that the in- 
crease in width can be made without detriment to or un- 
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doing any work thus far done. The completion of the 
Gatun dam, on which work has begun, will determine the 
‘time for completing the entire canal. 
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All hope of a report on the Brownsville investigation 
before the middle of January has been given up. Senator 
Foraker has several engagements in the next few weeks 
that will interrupt his work on the case, and there is 
much work to be done in connection with the determina- 
tion as to the metallic composition of the bullets dug out 
of the wood of the houses that were fired into at Browns- 
ville. The last analyses show that besides antimony there 
was tin in these bullets, and this is taken by the de- 
fenders of the men of the 25th Infantry to mean that 
printing type from some nearby office was melted down 
and run into bullets. Tin and antimony are both used in 
type and in about the proportions shown by the chemical 
analysis. The former is employed to toughen the metal 
and the latter te harden it. Neither is regarded by ex- 
pert ordnance officers as affording any desired quality to 
bullets. The antimony costs considerably more than 
lead, and the tin even more, and as both tin and anti- 
mony are considerably lighter than lead, their use would 
take from the momentum and striking force of a bullet 
vather than add anything to it.

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THE NAVY’S MISSION OF PRACE. 

Clad in the white mantle of peace, majestic in its sim- 
ple dignity, yet with an unmistakable manifestation of 
physical power, the Atlantic Fleet has sailed away on its 
long voyage to the Pacific Ocean. Its departure, abso- 
lutely devoid of spectacular display except such as nat- 
urally attached to the assembling of the noblest fleet ever 
brought together in a single command under the American 
flag, was entirely in keeping with the alert, precise, busi- 
ness-like methods which invariably characterize the opera- 
tions of our naval service. In spite of gloomy fore- 
bhodings over fanciful lack of preparedness, and notwith- 
standing pessimistic prophecies that it would not get 
away on time and might not go to the Pacific at all, the 
fleet was ready at the stroke of the clock on the appointed 
hour, and is now following its chosen course through the 
balmy waters of the West Indies. In the manner of its 
preparation, in the character and skill of its personnel, 
and in the silent splendor of its going, the fleet has given 
to the nation a clearer vision of our Navy ideals and prac- 
tices. It has, moreover, disclosed more vividly than ever 
before the fact that at last we have a homogeneous navy, 
a cruising navy and a navy capable of efficient operation 
in large formations. This disclosure, we may suggest, is 
the first lesson, and an important one, of the whole move- 
ment of the fleet from one ocean to the other. 

In view, therefore, of the successful beginning of this 
cruise—which is destined to become historic—we may be 
excused for recalling to the doubting Thomases, who 
nodded their heads in solemn disapproval of the project, 
an article entitled, “Who’s Afraid?’ which appeared in 
these columns on June 23, 1907. At that time the pro- 
ject of sending the battleship fleet to the Pacific had not 
been seriously considered, and the current talk concern- 
ing it was purely speculative. We, then, repudiated as 
unjust to Japan the contention that she would regard 
the presence of the fleet in the Pacific as a menace to 
herself, and pointed out that sound policy, both naval 
and commercial, required a considerable increase of our 
warship strength in those waters. In the brief space of 
six months every statement and every prediction pre- 
sented in that article have been completely verified by 
events. And all because American common-sense, Ameri- 
can foresight and American self-respect have prevailed in 
shaping this vital measure of our naval policy. 

And now that the great fleet is safe on its way to the 
Western ocean, we shall be excused for pointing out that 
the only objection to the undertaking came from fault- 
finders here at home. No foreign government and no 
responsible foreign naval expert has offered a word of 
protest. Even Japan, for whose sensibilities our domestic 
critics were amusingly solicitous, has none but words of 
approval and welcome for the cruise. The Jiji Shimpo, 
of Tokio, an independent journal of wide circulation 
among the most intelligent classes, says: “This is a note- 
worthy naval undertaking, one that will attract the at- 
tention of the world. We do not entertain the idea for 
even one moment, however, that the purpose of the trip 
is to threaten Japan. Should the American Fleet visit 
these shores it will be given a most cordial reception, 
worthy the special friendship between Japan and the 
United States.” 

Admiral Gervais, of the French navy, president of the 
I'rench Navy League, and one of the foremost naval 
tacticians of Europe. heartily approves of the cruise, and 
adds: “Its suecessful accomplishment will demonstrate 
the high state of efficiency of the American Navy and 
will afford a most valuable lesson to the navies of the 
world.” Count Reventlow, the best known of German 
naval critics, says: “A long voyage under conditions simi- 
lar to those of actual warfare is the best means of test- 
ing the capacity of the personnel, and the combining 
together for target practice is an excellent idea, since 
in order to secure uniformity of results, the crews must 
be not only sure of their aim as individual gunners, but 





well drilled in ensemble work, which is the weakest point 
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of the great fleet of battleships.” The London Times 
speaks as follows: “President Roosevelt’s attitude must 
command the respect and approbation of Englishmen. 
We admire the resolution with which he clings to his 
naval policy not less than the broad wisdom by which it is 
inspired.” The Times proceeds to confess that the mis- 
givings which it formerly expressed on the inopportune- 
ness of the cruise have been dispelled by Secretary Taft’s 
visit to the Far East and the admirable temper and re- 
straint shown by the Japanese government and people. 

The utterances quoted above express the dominant 
sentiment of foreign critics concerning the cruise to the 
Pacific. They show that foreign observers realize more 
keenly than do our fault-finders here at home that the 
proper development of our naval organization requires 
the training and instruction which only such cruises can 
give. They indicate also a recognition of the simple fact 
that our national self-interest, as well as our positive 
obligations to the interests of peace, imperatively require 
that our growth in territory and commerce in the Pacific 
shall be supplemented with a commensurate increase in 
our equipment for defense. Here, then, briefly stated, 
is the sole but entirely sufficient reason for the whole 
movement of the battleship fleet. 

The paramount mission of that fleet is one of peace and 
good-will. No nation in the world can honestly doubt the 
benevolence or the rectitude of our national purpose. We 
seek no conquest of territory. We have no designs upon 
any nation. We suspect no nation of designs upon our 
own. All we ask is a fair field for the honorable com- 
petitions of peace, sincere regard for mutual interests, and 
an international sisterhood pledged to amity and concord 
throughout the world. 
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AN ARMY CANTEEN ASSOCIATION. 


An important step on behalf of the Army canteen sys- 
tem has been taken by the formation in New York of ‘The 
Army Canteen Association.” The purposes of this asso- 
ciation are set forth in the statement by its secretary, 
Mr. Henry P. Fry, which appears on another page. Mr. 
Fry is a Southern gentleman, belonging to the legal pro- 
fession, who comes to us with excellent introductions. We 
commend his enterprise to the consideration of our read- 
ers and suggest that members of the Army should stir up 
their civilian friends to communicate with Mr. Fry and 
lend their influence to the succcess of this movement, 
which proposes to start ‘‘a back-fire’” upon the anti-can- 
teen agitators. It is not numbers that count in such 
matters, but activity and zeal, energy and enterprise. Mr. 
Craft, the arch agitator at Washington, has publicly stat- 
ed that he secured the passage of the anti-canteen legis- 
lation by deluging Congressmen with letters from their 
constituents. Now if “Satan trembles when he sees the 
meanest saint upon his knees,” the average member of 
Congress trembles when he gets a letter of rebuke or en- 
treaty from his district. He cares nothing for the opin- 
ions of anyone but the voters and the voters of his par- 
ticular district. 

We do not doubt that the number who favor the can- 
teen is in excess of those who oppose it, but they are 
unorganized and helpless. Mr. Fry proposes to organize 
them. Let him bave all the help he needs, and that speed- 
ily, so that action may be taken for the passage of the 
bill now before Congress to restore the canteen. The 
passage of the bill can be secured, but it cannot be done 
by talk or by appeals to reason, however cogent these may 
he. The appeal must be to voters and these the Army 
cannot reach by any available means. But their friends 
can do so, and let these friends go about it, and that right 
speedily. Other results may follow the success of the 
movement Mr. Fry has started. 

Note in this connection what is said about the canteen 
elsewhere in this number by General Grant, a total ab- 
stinence man, and by another total abstainer, our corres- 
pondent, John Morgan. While these gentlemen sing the 
song, ‘“‘Water, bright water, for me,” they have the good 
sense to see that nothing but mischief can come from the 
attempt to arbitrarily control the habits of other men. 
They are by their own practice setting an example which 
we should be glad to see every officer and man follow, but 
we do not believe in the law of compulsion. Some men 
make beasts of themselves by over eating and wrong them- 
selves and their families by destroying their health and 
usefulness, just as others do by excess in drinking or 
smoking. Others break down through neglect of exercise 
er otherwise. Let us have temperance in all things and 
not in drinking alone. Whoever does what injures himself 
in any way violates the behests of the Great Lawgiver 
as surely as he who injures another. But let us have 
done with the hypocrisy which “compounds the sins it is 
inclined to by damning those it has no mind to.” 


—— 
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PROSPECTS OF THE PAY BILL. 


While there has been little on the surface in regard 
to the treatment that is to be given the pay bill, there is 
every indication that the trend of sentiment is in favor of 
the passage of the bill. The great fact that impresses 
everyone is the appalling depletion of the Army. That is 
something that proves itself, and is to most persons the 
whole argument. The bill has gone to the Naval Com- 
mittee of the Senate, which, there is good reason to say, is 

favorable to the measure. Senator Hale, who is the ma- 
jerity leader on the floor of the Senate, will support it, 








\ and thus far there is no member of the committee who is 


| known to: entertain the purpose of making opposition. 


|The Naval Committee will retain jurisdiction of the bill 
‘ and will report it probably before the end of January. 
The Military Committee will not ask to have it referred 


to that committee, as the Dick-Capron bill’ was before 
them last winter, and the whole subject has been thor- 
oughly gone over by the committee. Senator Dick is a 
member of the Naval Committee, and no more zealous 
or able advocate of the measure could be on the committee 
to advise his colleagues as to the facts and conditions 
which make the passage of the bill imperative as a saving 
expedient for every arm of the military service that to-day 
stands in need of men. The sentiment in the House is 
steadily forming in favor of the bill. The President is 
doing all that he can to make clear its necessity to Sena- 
tors and Representatives who go to see him, and his 
direct personal experience in both the Navy and the Army 
gives more than ordinary emphasis to his advice. 

The fact should not be omitted from an estimate of the 
situation that the members of the House from the South 
are uniformly for the increase of the pay of the Army and 
Navy. From that section of the country the two Services 
for years have had a peculiar appeal to young men, and 
the enlistments there have been large, and consequently 
the Representatives from south of Mason and Dixon’s line 
feel a decided interest in the welfare of their boys who 
wear the khaki and the blue. So far as known, the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, to which the bill has been 
referred, stands practically for the Dick-Capron - bill. 
There may be some slight dissent on minor features of 
the measure, but they will not impede its passage. As to 
cther legislation for the Services, little can at this early 
day be said. There is strong support for the Army med- 
ical bill, but the measure will not be taken up in com- 
mittee until after the pay bill is acted on in the Senate. 
Indeed, it may be said, without hesitation, that no Army 
or Navy legislation will be pushed to the fore until the 
pay bill is passed, if it is to be passed, and of this good 
judges of the situation are confident. Speaker Cannon 
has not announced his attitude in regard to the bill, but 
it is understood that he has no objection to its passage if 
he finds that the sentiment of the House is in favor of it. 
Representative Capron, when asked as to the probability 
of the pay bill passing, said: “I don’t wish to enter into 
a discussion of that subject just now, as the committees 
have not been appointed and a definite and accurate opin- 
ion is impossible. L do believe, however, that there is 
every reason to be optimistic.” 
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The Bureau of Navigation has not taken up the matter 
of organizing a fleet to take the place of the battleship 
fleet that has now sailed for the Pacific. The idea that 
the Atlantic seaboard would be left defenseless by the de- 
parture of the baitleships has never worried the Ameri- 
can people very much, probably because there was assur- 
ance that in our seacoast defenses and the vessels that we 
still have at the various yards along the coast there was 
an adequate protection against any foreign foe until other 
means could be provided to complete the defense. It is 
to be noted that there are five splendid ships soon to be 
added to the Navy that would in themselves afford a 
strong defending force. At the Cramps Yard are the Mis- 
sissippi and the Idaho, sister battleships. The New 
Hampshire, built by the New York Shipbuilding Com- 
pany at Camden, is soon to go into commission, and the 





North Carolina and Montana, sister ships, both armored 


cruisers of the latest type, built by the Newport News 
Shipbuilding Company, will soon take their trials and be 
ready to be commissioned. _ The old cruiser New York is 
heing modernized at Boston and the Massachusetts is be- 
ing rejuvenated at the New York Yard. The battleships 
Indiana and Iowa also are being equipped with modern 
ordnance and appliances, while the Brooklyn also is at 
the New York Yard to be born again. The Minneapolis 
and Columbia have been recently overhauled at League 
Island and the Des Moines and Tacoma have been re- 
paired at the New York Yard. In due time these various 
ships will be organized into a fleet. It will take six 
months to finish the work on the Massachusetts, and even 
longer to put some of those named in complete condition 
for sea service. None of the ships named above possess 
the qualities required for a flagship, and whatever organi- 
zation is made may be simply provisional. Within a year 
and a half the new Dreadnoughts will be nearing com- 
pletion, it being the understanding that the contracts for 
these ships were made to test the ability of American 
yards to turn out complete ships in the shortest possible 
time, as was so handsomely done in the building of the 
British Dreadnought. Either the North Dakota or the 
Delaware may become the flagships of the first and second 
divisions of the Atlantic Fleet. It is more than likely 
that the North Carolina and Montana when commissioned 
will be sent to the Pacific and added as a new division to 
the special squadron, consisting of the Tennessee and 
Washington, now making its way to that coast under the 
command of Rear Admiral Sebree. 





Representative Hobson, upon whom the eyes of all his 
old friends in the Navy are turned as he enters a new 
public life as a member of Congress, has signalized his 
debut by offering a resolution in the House “for the pro- 
motion of peace.” The resolution provides that general 
treaties of arbitration should be negotiated by the United 
States with al] nations granting jurisdiction to the in- 
ternationa] court at The Hague over as many classes of 
controversies as the other contracting power in each case 
ean be induced to transfer from the field of battle to the 
precincts of courts of justice, and that the United States 
should persisently advocate the establishment of a perma- 
nent international congress for peace promulgation. Mr. 
Hobson spoke in support of his resolution, urging a gen- 
erous program for shipbuilding. “I have been greatly 
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and widely misunderstood,” said he, “as being for war. 
I am for peace. One way to insure peace is to discour- 
age attack. The prosperity and the peace of our people 
and the people of other countries depend upon the de- 
velopment of a suitable system of law as a substitute for 
war in the international realm. It is fitting that in this 
movement the United States should take the lead.” He 
asked that Congress adopt the policy that general treaties 
ef arbitration should be negotiated by the United States 
with all nations granting jurisdiction to the international 
court, at The Hague, over as many classes of controver- 
sies as the other contracting power in each case can be 
induced to transfer from the field of war. He would have 
Congress go further and advocate persistently the estab- 
lishment of a permanent international congress, to assem- 
ble periodically and automatically for the purpose of sug- 
gesting such changes in the law of nations and the method 
of its administration as the current of events may make 
desirable and practicable. 
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As a conclusive argument in support of the bill, S. 23, 
and H.R. 6264, “to increase the efficiency of the person- 
nel of the United States Revenue Cutter Service,” the 
text of which appears on page 424, we publish in an 
other. column the report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the work of the Revenue Cutter Service during the last 
fiscal year. This report is an unbroken record of arduous, 
devoted and successful service in the saving of life and 
property at sea, the safeguarding of commerce and the en- 
forcement of maritime laws for the common good. The 
field of usefulness for the Revenue Cutter Service extends 
along the entire coast line of the United States, covering 
Torto Rico, Hawaii, the Great Lakes and Alaska, and re- 
quires a vast ‘amount of difficult and perilous work in the 
North Pacific and Bering Sea. The results set forth in 
the current report show that the work is performed 
promptly, efficiently and with a degree of courage worthy 
of the highest praise. It is a glaring inconsistency, how- 
ever, that the senior line officer of the Revenue Cutter 
Service can reach no higher grade than that of captain, 
equivalent to that of major in the Army, while the high- 
est rank attainable by an engineer officer is that of chief 
engineer, equivalent to that of captain in the Army. The 
pending bill proposes a remedy for these inequalities by 
creating the grade of captain commandant with the rank 
of colonel in the Army and captain in the Navy, and the 
grade of engineer-in-chief with the rank of lieutenant 
colonel in the Army and commander in the Navy. ‘The 
bill also provides for an easier and more adequate flow 
of promotion in the other commissioned grades. The meas- 
ure is based on broad principles of justice and of recogni- 
tion for service of demonstrated merit. Its enactment is 
favored by all considerations of fair play and sound 
policy. 
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There is great interest among officers of the Signal 
Corps in the working of the submarine telephone system 
installed on the battleship fieet. A number of officers of 
the Army went down to Hampton Roads to say good- 
bye to old friends in the fleet, and while there made a 
study of the fire control and wireless and telephone sys- 
tems on the ships. Surprise and gratification was ex- 
pressed at the remarkable working of these up-to-date 
appliances for the control of the fighting units of the 
fleet and thorough tests and illustrations of the capa- 
bilities of the telephones especially were made. lt was 
an easy matter for the visiting officer to call up a friend 
on some battleship far out in the Roads and hold a con- 
versation with him practically with the same distinct- 
ness and comfort of speech as when conversing on any 
land telephone. Distance seemed to make very little dif- 
ference in the conditions, and several good-byes were 
said with ships five mNes off. The Signal Corps will 
soon begin experiments with submarine teleph in 
Alaska ard the Philippines, and it is believed that use 
can be made of rivers and even smaller streams for mili- 
tary communication. There are problems to overcome 
and difficulties that are not encountered in the use of 
telephones from ship to ship in deep water, but it is ex- 
pected that these may be met before many months, and 
that it will be possible to match on land the wonderful 
success that has attended the new system on the sea. 
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Now that our cephalous War Department once more 
has a head, we shall hope to record decisions upon some 
of the subjects that have been awaiting the return of 
our perambulating Secretary. We are intensely interested 
of course in the fortunes of our little brown brothers, 
as every humanitarian should be, but we also have a 
measure of concern for the institution known as the 
United States Army, which is suffering from some dis- 
order requiring the attention of a skilled diagnostician 
like our able Secretary of War, concerning whom we 
may say, in the language of a popular song, “Willie, we 
have missed you.” 
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A correspondent says: “I am on the retired list of the 
Regular Army, having served thirty years, and I think it 
is about time we got something done for both Army and 
Navy men. I think the least we certainly ought to have 
is our back pay for house rent and fuel. Just think of 
any man now in times like these getting $6.25 a month 
for house rent and fuel. I live where I can throw a stone 
into a coal mine and I pay $4.75 a ton delivered. I am 
so glad the President has spoken, and glad for my boy, 
who is on his tenth year of service, and I could not other- 
wise encourage him to keep on, as I wish him to do,” 
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THE SIXTIETH CONGRESS. 

Bills before Congress appear on page 420 of this issue, 
with the exception of H.R. 6264, same as S. 23, for the 
benefit of the Revenue Cutter Service, which appears on 
page 424. 

Congress will accomplish nothing of importance before 
the holiday vacation in Service legislation. The com- 
mittees of the House, which are announced this week, 
will not meet until week after next, so that if there were 
any change of alignment on Army and Navy matters it 
would not appear until the work of the session was seri- 
ously entered upon. The Senate Naval Committee, to 
which the pay bill has been re-referred, has undergone no 
change at the hands of the committees on committees in 
majority 2nd minority. The committee consists of Hale, 
chairman; Perkins, Platt, Penrose, Gallinger, Burrows, 
and Dick, Republicans, and Tillman, Martin, McEnery 
and Mallory, Democrats. ‘The Military Affairs Committee 
of the Senate receives a decided acquisition in the addi- 
tion of Senator LaFollette of Wisconsin to the majority 
side, and a level-headed and conscientious legislator in 
McCreary of Kentucky on the minority side.

Alvin Loud, Michigan; Arthur L. Bates, Pennsylvania; George 
L. Lilley, Connecticut; W. Aubrey Thomas, Ohio; Albert F. 
Dawson, Iowa; J. Van Vechten Olcott, New York; William 
R. Ellis, Oregon; Adolph Meyer, Louisiana; William W. 
Kitchin, North Carolina; Lemuel P. Padgett, Tennessee; Alex- 
ander W. Gregg, Texas; Joshua F. C. Talbott, Maryland; 
Robert Lamar, Missouri; Richmond P. Hobson, Alabama. 

Representative Stevens, of Minnesota, served two 
terms on the Military Committee and proved himself a 
strong man of ripe judgment and progressive ideas. 
Representative Anthony, of Kansas, may be said to be 
the member from Fort Leavenworth. He is the editor 
of the Leavenworth Times, and was born within sound 
of the guns of the fort. He is a friend of the Army and 
his selection reflects decided credit on the Speaker of the 
House. The new Democratic members of the committee 
are General Sherwood, of Ohio, a descendant of Revo- 
lutionary soldiers, and himself a distinguished veteran of 
the Civil War; Gen. George W. Gordon, of Tennessee, 
a veteran of the Civil War, having served all through 
the war and reached the rank of brigadier general early 
in 1864, and Thomas Cale, the delegate from Alaska. 

The new members of the Naval Committee are J. Van J. 
Oleott, of New York, who is serving his second term in 
the House and has made a high mark for himself as an 
able and broad-minded legislator; W. R. Ellis, a new 
member from Oregon, both majority members of the 
committee, and Talbott, of Maryland, an old member 
formerly on the Military Committee; Lamar, of Florida, 
also an old member and a capable man; and the 
name of R. P. Hobson, of Alabama, is a_house- 
hold word. His interest in the Navy is well known. 
He would double or triple it if he could. There was some 
doubt for a time as to whether the Speaker would name 
him for this committee, as it was regarded as a position 
too important to go to a new member, and the minority 
leader, John Sharp Williams, who is a cousin of Hobson, 
declined to accede to the requests in Hobson’s behalf. 
The fitness of the appointment finally won the day. The 
prospects of the graded pay bill are improved by the or- 
ganization of these committees. Mr. Hobson and Mr. 
Oleott are both strongly in favor of it. 

The Senate Military Committee has made but one re- 
port this session thus far, and that was for the passage 
of the joint resolution granting permission for Hernan 
Ulloa, son of Dr. Juan J. Ulloa, the Costa Rican Con- 
sul General at New York, to be admitted to West Point 
for his instruction in military science. Mr. Ulloa is ex- 
pected to pay all the expenses incident to his course in 
the Acadeniy. 

Of the personal bills, of which we have published 
merely the titles, S. 26 authorizes the promotion to major 
general, retired, of Lieut. Col. Charles G. Ayres, U.S.A., 
retired; S. 106 authorizes the transfer of Lieut. Comdr. 
Jerome E. Morse, U.S.N., retired, from the half-pay list 
to the seventy-five per cent. list; S. 425 authorizes the 
promotion of Brig. Gen. Thomas M. Anderson, U.S.A., 
retired, to major general, retired; S. 568 and H.R. 5408 
authorize the allowance of $291.37 to Capt. George Van 
Orden, U.S.M.C., for public funds stolen by his clerk in 
Guam in 1906; S. 879 authorizes an allowance of $1,- 
047.14 to Paymr. John S. Higgins, U.S.N. ; S. 1521 to pro- 
mote Julius A. Kaiser, U.S.N., retired, to a chief engi- 
neer, retired, with the rank of lieutenant commander from 
June 29, 1906: S. 1741 to give the widow of the late 
Surgeon General Hammond, U.S.A., pay for him as briga- 
dier general, retired, from Aug. 27, 1879, to the date of 
his death, Jan. 5, 1900; S. 1754 is to pay Chaplain Henry 
Tl’. Swift, U.S.A., $1,213.98 for personal property lost 
by the wreck of the transport Morgan City, Sept. 1, 1899; 
S. 2258 to restore Capt. William G. Cutler, U.S.N., re- 
tired, to the active list as an additional number, provided 
he can establish his fitness to perform the duties of a cap- 
tain; S. 2281 to place William Walsh, late captain, 25th 
Inf., on the Army retired list as a captain; H.R. 546 al- 
lows Major Lawson M. Fuller, O.D., U.S.A., the loss 
sustained by him during the transportation of his personal 
effects by transport Morgan City; H.R. 7848 to transfer 


Jabez Burchard from the half-pay list to the seventy- 
five per centum pay list of the Navy; H.R. 804 to appoint 
Brig. Gen. Constant Williams, U.S.A., to major general, 
retired ;, H.R. 7834 to place Dr. August von Clossman, 
who has served in the Army for thirty-five years, on the 
retired list of the Army as a first lieutenant. 

11.R. 218 allows double time to all officers now on the 
active list of the Army for service during the War of the 

tebellion, and in Cuba, Porto Rico, or the Philippine 
Islands. 

H.R. 266 promotes to the rank of lieutenant commander 
and lieutenant, retired, engineer officers of the Navy who 
served during the Civil War as lieutenants and lieuten- 
ants, junior grade. 

H.R. 4038 creates a roll of soldiers who served credit- 
ably for eighteen months or more during the Civil War 
and gives each of them a dollar a day for life less the 
amount now received for pension. 

H.R. 4813 and 7641 provide for retirement of enlisted 
men after twenty-five years’ service with 75 per cen- 
tum of the pay and allowances they may then be in re- 
ceipt of, and that said allowances shal] be as follows: 
$9.50 per month in lieu of rations and clothing, and 
$6.25 per month in lieu of quarters, fuel, and light: Pro- 
vided, That hereafter double time for service in the in- 
sular possessions of the United States shall be abolished. 
H.R. 4890, Mr. Bates, is the same, with the addition 
of a requirement that all service in the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps shall be computed. 

Bills are hefore Congress to establish national military 
parks at Fort Frederick, Md. (H.R. 90), at Atlanta, Ga. 
(H.R. 281), at Fort Reno, Okla. (H.R. 291), at Franklin 
Tenn. (H.R. 210). H.R. 4818 appropriates $900,000 to 
add 20,000 acres to the Chattanooga and Chickamauga 
National] Park. 

The bill, H.R. 6226, introduced in the House by Mr. 
Edwards, of Georgia, Dec. 9, and included last week in 
cur list of bills introduced, is the same as the militia bill 
known as the Dick bill, which became a law Jan. 21, 
1903, with amendments taking from the President the 
power to fix the minimum number of the several militia 
organizations and providing as follows: ‘That the gov- 
ernors of their respective states of the United States, in 
time of peace, may by order fix the minimum number of 
enlisted men in each company, troop, battery, signal 
corps, engineer corps, hospital corps.’’ A new section is 
added, to read as follows: “Sec. 27. That nothing here- 
in contained shall be construed to prohibit or in any man- 
ner interfere with the organization and maintenance of 
volunteer military organizations by the several states, 
which said organizations not to receive any benefits from 
the United States Government through, and not to be sub- 
ject to, the provisions of this act, known as the ‘Dick 
Act.’” Also the following: “Provided, That nothing in 
this act shall be construed to require or compel any mem- 
ber of any well-recognized religious sect or organization 
at present organized and existing whose creed forbids its 
members to participate in war in any form, and whose 
religious convictions are against war or participation 
therein, in accordance with the creed of said religious or- 
ganization, to serve in the milita or any other armed or 
volunteer force under the jurisdiction and authority of 
the United States.” 

The Senate on Dec. 17 passed Senator Dick’s bill, pro- 
viding for an extension of the time during which the state 
militia must conferm their organizations to those of the 
Regular Army. 

Senator Penrose submitted a concurrent resolution pro- 
viding for printing 12,000 copies each of the ‘“‘Proceed- 
ings” at the unveiling of the statues of Generals Sher- 
man and McClellan. 

The changes in the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs are likely to strengthen the report of the minority 
on the Brownsville affair, as Senators Fulton and Pettus. 
who are no longer members of the committee, were strong- 
ly in favor of the majority report. As the new members 
of the committee did not participate in the inquiry into 
the Brownsville affair, it is not expected that they will 
vote upon the report. . 

Chairman Tawney, of the House Committee on Appro- 
priations, has given notice that this is to be an economical 
Congress. The estimates called for $83,000,000 in excess 
ef the estimated income of the government. The increase 
in the estimates for the Army over current appropriations 
is $11,121,251; for the Navy, $26,832,842; for fortifica- 
tions, $31,545,934. This makes a total of $69,500,027, 
and here is where the cutting is likely to come in, as, in 
view of the fact that there is no war in prospect, Con- 
gress is more likely to listen to the demands of the civil 
estimates rather than to provide against some possible 
war of the future. It is stated on the highest authority 
that the military establishments are the ones that will 
suffer most from the enforced economy. 

Among the numerous petitions received by Congress, 
and referred to the proper committees, are those praying 
for the passage of the graded pay bill, for the creation of 
a Civil War volunteer retired list, for the passage of the 
Lafean pension bill and from commanderies of the Mili- 
tary Order, L.L., objetting to the removal of the Grant 
memorial from the Botanic Garden, Washinzton. 

The bill of Mr. Foss to establish a naval militia, H.R. 
7620, makes the act defining the relations of the organ- 
ized militia to the government applicable to such part of 
the same as each state may elect to constitute a naval 
inilitia, the duties named in the bill for the Secretary of 
War, devolving upon the Secretary of the Navy, so far 
as the naval militia is concerned, and he is authorized to 
appoint officers to inspect, instruct, examine and train 
them and to formulate regulations for them. He is also 
te determine the distribution of appropriations made for 
them. When called into the actual service of the United 
States the naval militia shall be governed by the same 
rules and articles as the Regular Navy. 

Under the heading of “Bills Before Congress” will be 
found the text of Senator Scott’s bill, S. 159, which pro- 
vides for a gradual restoration of officers of the line of 
the Army to the rank and relative position they would 
hold in their respective arms of the Service if promotion 
had been lineal, instead of partly lineal and partly regi- 
mental, since the enactment of Section 1204, Revised 
Statutes. 
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The Senate has confirmed all the nominations sent to 
it from the Military Committee. The nomination of Colo- 
nel Wotherspoon to be brigadier general and the sixteen 
nominations following his are hung up in the committee 
until after the holiday recess. This is more a matter of 
legislative theatricals than of business. The committee 
has no intention to harm a hair of the heads of any one 
of the seventeen. They will all be confirmed and get all 
the rank and pay that is coming to them. But by the 
saturnine attitude of dissent from the President’s action 
in selecting for advancement the men whose names he has 
sent to the Senate, it is intended that he shall take notice 
that he has done a thing that to some slight degree ap- 
pears to certain members of the committee to be im- 
proper in the light of precedent. 








NEED OF ADDITIONAL ARMY OFFICERS. 


The Acting Secretary of War has sent to the House, 
with a favorable recommendation, a draft of a bill for 
the authorization of additional officers for the Army, 
which, on Dec. 9, was referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs. In his message to the Sixtieth Con- 
gress, the President invited attention to the fact that 
there are not enough officers and that “In particular it 
is essential that we should possess a number of extra 
officers trained in peace to perform efficiently the duties 
urgently required upon the breaking out of war.’ The 
Secretary of War in his annual report for the year 1906 
referred to the large number of details on detached ser- 
vice and the unfortunate effect which such shortage of 
officers has upon the best interests of the military ser- 
vice. A bill covering this general subject was submitted 
to Congress during the last session, but failed of enact- 
ment. The absenteeism of company officers from their 
commands on detached service is excessive. Many regi- 
‘mental officers complain of it, and several department 
commanders comment on it in their annual reports. 
Over eighty-two per cent. of the officers on detached 
service on June 30, 1906, were captains or lieutenants 
of the line. 

In a memorandum on this subject prepared by the Chief 
of Staff, the needs of the Service are very strongly set 
forth. It states that in 1905 the Secretary reported 517 
officers absent. In 1906 the number reported was 627, 
and the corresponding figures for the current year are 
682. The growth of the Military Academy and of the 
Service Schools, together with the increased demand for 
officers on the Panama Canal and on civil work in Cuba, 
will account for the increase. The elaborate educational 
system of the Army calls for many officers, both as in- 
structors and as students. Thus, West Point has 73, a 
number more likely to increase than decrease in the 
years to come. The post-graduate schools at Fort Leaven- 
worth call for 84, the one at Fortress Monroe for 49, the 
one for submarine defense 14, and so on. The United 
States has intervened in Cuba, and ever since then 
the demand for officers in connection with the civil work 
of the provisional government has been constant and of 
the utmost importance. It is not, perhaps, generally 
realized that, although the provisional government of 
Cuba is civil in character, nearly all of its principal ad- 
ministrators, under the governor, are Army officers, and 
upon them has fallen the obligation of supervising the 
details of civil administration. In the Philippines 20 
officers are on duty with the Scouts and 14 with the 
Philippine government, detached service important in 
nearly every instance. A few of the details are tem- 
porary, but as those expire, others of like nature will 
arise, and the drain on the commissioned personnel is 
sustained and must be so. The growth of the country 
and of its institutions demand it. The War Department 
is constantly refusing requests for officers, based upon its 
absolute inability to further deplete the numbers on duty 
with troops or in the various staff departments. ‘The 
line suffers relatively more than does the staff, and what- 
ever affects it adversely must give occasion for grave 
concern. The great majority of the absentees are com- 
pany officers. Normally, there should be three officers 
with a company. That is a rare state of facts, however, 
and the rule is two or one only. The routine duty fall- 
ing upon company officers is very great. Where the 
number is reduced, not only is the number of workers 
reduced below what is required, but inexperience is often 
required to take the place of experience. 

The remedy is simple and obvious: more officers. The 
only way in which this difficulty can be removed is to 
authorize by law a number of extra officers in the Army. 
The line cannot be bled any more for detached service 
without becoming anaemic, if, indeed, that condition is 
not already reached. Necessity for detached service in 
pence times is not the only reason why a number of extra 
officers should be authorized. It is the traditional custom 
of this nation to rely largely upon volunteer soldiery to 
fight its wars. In pursuing it all our plans should be 
devised with that purpose constantly in view. Our mili- 
tary peace establishment is comparatively so small that 
in serious wars we must always suddenly expand our 
small Army to many times its strength. To meet the re- 
quirements of such expansions many extra trained offi- 
cers are at once needed. Because we have never had 
extra officers in peace we have heretofore been compelled 
to appoint as staff officers many persons from civil life 
who were without any military training or experience 
whatever. This necessity has resulted in very inefficient 
service. It is only consistent with common business 
sense that such an army as is maintained should be so 
organized as to especially facilitate its sudden expansion. 
As we must expand suddenly in the event of war our 
only safety lies in maintaining in peace at least a fairly 
complete skeleton of a large Army. The proposed bill, 
S. 2671, which appears under Bills Before Congress, 
would add 612 officers to the Army, and when all were 
detailed in accordance with the proportions as to rank 
required they would be distributed as follows among 
the grades: 36 colonels, 54 lieutenant colonels, 90 majors, 
162 captains, 144 first lieutenants, and 126 second lieu- 
tenants. In concluding his memorandum on the pro- 
posed bill, Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, 
says: 

“The ratio of field officers to those of lower grade is 
nearly that obtaining in the Engineer Corps, and is 
greater, therefore, than obtains throughout the Army 
taken as a whole. This is as it should be, since must of 
these details will come from the line, and an opportunity 
to correct the unjust inequality of promotion is thus 
presented. Promotion is too sluggish in the line. If we 
added a body of 612 officers without a provision by which 
their distribution to the various grades was secured so 
as to insure a reasonable flow of promotion, we would be 
intensifying one existing evil in the attempt to cure an- 
other.” 
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CHANGES IN INFANTRY DRILL REGULATIONS. 


In connection with the loading and locking of the Unit- 
ed States Magazine Rifle, Model 1898, there appears to be 
a confusion of ideas among National Guard officers. It 
would appear from the Drill. Regulations—including an 
authorized appendix—that in close order pieces are loaded 
as prescribed in Paragraph 138, appendix, and locked 
only as prescribed in Paragraph 144a, appendix. On the 
other hand, in extended order the case falls under Para- 
graph 22, which states that “pieces are loaded prior -to 
taking extended formation. From that time until the:end 
of the battle, or exercise, the pieces are, or are sup 
to be, kept loaded without formal command.” It is there- 
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fore necessary, with the model 1898 rifle, to lock pieces 
in extended order without formal command, whenever 
they are loaded without formal command. In close order, 
however, they are locked only by command as prescribed 
in Paragraph 144a, appendix. The confusion is due to the 
fact that in a War Department edition of the Revised In- 
fantry Drill Regulations, Paragraphs 144 and 144a, ap- 
pendix, were omitted. 

As it was necessary that the edition of the revised In- 
fantry Regulations conform in every particular to the 
government edition, the two paragraphs in question were 
omitted from our publication. 

As the paragraphs, however, have recently been restored 
to the drill book by the War Department, they will appear 
~ nee editions of the Drill Regulations which we pub- 
ish. 

The two paragraphs which should appear in the Appen- 
dix, are as follows: 

144, CEASE FIRING. 

The firing stops; pieces not already there are brought 
to the position of load, the cartridge is drawn or the 
empty shell is ejected and the trigger pulled. 

Having executed cease firing: 1. Order, 2. ARMS. 

144a. Pieces, loaded and being in the position of load; 
to execute other movements with the pieces loaded: 1. 
Lock, 2. PIECES. 

; = the command pieces turn the safety lock fully to the 
right. 


SAILING OF ATLANTIC FLEET. 

Inder the most favorable weather conditions the six- 
teen battleships of the Atlantic Fleet and their auvyili- 
aries, under command of Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, 
weighed anchor on the morning of Dec. 16 at Hampton 
Roads, Va., and started on their long voyage to the 
Pacific. There was not a hitch of any kind in the pro- 
gram previously planned, and the departure of the fleet 
was a stirring spectacle. Many craft were present to 
witness the review and the departure of the fleet, and 
crowds of spectators watched anxiously from the shore. 
In the crowd were gathered wives, sisters and sweet- 
hearts of officers and enlisted men, all feeling the com- 
mon impulse of mingled admiration for the vast marine 
picture unfolded before them and the heartburnings of 
a long parting from relatives and friends. 

The hulls of the ships were all painted a spotless 
white, and the upper works a buff color, and the vessels 
were decked out in a rainbow of flags. 

The sailing of the fleet was preceded by a reception 
by President Roosevelt on the quarter deck of the May- 
flower, which arrived shortly after 8 o’clock a.m. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt warmly greeted the four rear admirals 
and the sixteen commanding officers of vessels as they 
eame aboard the Mayflower. He had a word of confi- 
dence and well wishing for all, but made no formal ad- 
dress. In parting with the officers of the fleet, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was wholly informal and to each he had 
a cordial handclasp, a grasp of the uniformed shoulder 
and a hearty ‘‘Good-bye, old fellow, and good luck.” 

Following the reception and as soon as Rear Admiral 
Evans returned to the Connecticut he signaled: “Get 
under way immediately, following the movements of the 
flagship.” ‘The facility with which the bit vessels were 
handled, the manner in which they were maneuvered into 
single column formation and the perfect alignment which 
was maintained to the southward turn from the capes, 
ealled out the warmest admiration. 

The Mayflower had previously taken her place at the 
head of the formidable column and led the way to the 
reviewing water off Thimble Shoal lighthouse, ten miles 
out in Chesapeake Bay. As the Mayflower passed down 
the line of ships each vessel she passed manned the rail 
with bluejackets. The Connecticut headed the column 
and the other ships in order as given in our issue of 
Dee. 14, page 385. Each ship passed with colors flying, 
bands playing and firing departing salutes. The May- 
flower then started on her return trip to Washington. 
The President’s yacht was well down the bay when the 
battleship column began to move, coming to anchor near 
the tail of the Horseshoe. 

Exchange of wireless messages between the land sta- 
tion at Norfolk and the battleship fleet was continued un- 
til near midnight of Dec. 16. President Roosevelt had 
his last word with the fleet by wireless and was the first 
to use that means of communication with the fleet. From 
aboard the Mayflower, standing off Cape Henry and 
after the ships had passed to the southward until only 
smoke from their funnels rose above the horizon, he caused 
the following message to be sent: 

“General Message: 

“From Mayflower, Dec. 16 (Fleet): The President 
extends to the divisional commanders, the captains and 
crews of the fleet his appreciation of the ready appear- 
ance presented by all of the ships and of the skilful man- 
ner in which they were handled, and extends to them his 
best wishes for a pleasant and successful voyage into the 
Pacific, with all confidence in the ability and devotion to 
duty of one and all. THE PRESIDENT.” 

To the above the following reply was flashed from Rear 
Admiral Evans: 

“From flagship Connecticut, Dee. 16: 

“To the President: The officers and men of the fleet 
thank you for the honor you have done them in seeing 
them off. ‘ Evans.” 

President Roosevelt’s party on the Mayflower included 
Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Ethel Roosevelt, Secretary of the 
Navy and Mrs. Metcalf, the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and Mrs. Newberry, Rear Admiral W. H. Brown- 
son, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and Mrs. Brown- 
son, Rear Admiral and Mrs. Cowles, and Lieut. Comdr. 
and Mrs. Sims. The naval despatch boat Dolphin, with 
a party of Congressmen on board, also participated in 
the review. Rear Admiral Berry, commanding the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard, was present in the torpedoboat destroyer 
Stringham. The Tingey acted as convoy to the May- 
flower. Attachés of foreign legations present were not 
the least interested among the spectaters. 

The supplyship Culgoa is laden down with New Year's 
turkey, hundreds of tons of meat, vegetables and other 
provisions, having left the New York Navy Yard direct 
for Santa Lucia, where she will take on coal and proceed 
to Trinidad to join the fleet upon its arrival there Dec. 
24. The fleet began the journey with enough provisions 
to last till Trinidad is reached. The Culgoa, after trans- 
ferring the required amount of provisions to the fleet, will 
proceed immediately to Rio and await the arrival of the 
battleships there. The Glacier, the refrigerator ship, at 
Havana took on board 75,000 cigars, 100,000 pounds of 
tobacco and other supplies, and will keep ahead of the 
fleet, if possible, till Punta Arenas is reached. Her mis- 
gion principally is to supply the provisions for the latter 





part of the eruise. 'The Culgoa is being accompanied by 
the repairship Panther. 

The first leg of the cruise is 1,780 knots to Trinidad, 
where the vessels are due on Dec. 24, and the fleet 
will be warmly welcomed and entertainments arranged. 
The Peruvian government is making special efforts to pre- 
pare a gracious welcome. Special trains will be in wait- 
ing when the warships reach Callao, about Feb. 18, to 
convey the officers and men from the port to Lima. Presi- 
dent Pardo wil! receive Rear Admiral Evans and his 
higher officers the day following their arrival. He has 
arranged a banquet, which, it is expected, will be attended 
by three hundred officers. There will be a grand ball, to 
which invitations have been extended to some twelve hun- 
dred residents. ‘To this all the officers of the American 
fleet will receive invitations. Rear Admiral Evans and 
the commanders of the battleships will be taken on a spe- 
cial excursion to Oroya, a beautiful town 136 miles from 
Lima, standing more than 12,000 feet above the sea level. 
The sailors will have an opportunity to witness a bull- 
fight, and as many of them as possible will be conveyed to 
the ring. Later the Peruvian sailors will entertain their 
American comrades at a picnic and luncheon. 

Other ports of call are also arranging a fitting reception 
for the fleet. The length of the voyage will be 13,772 
miles, and it is expected that 135 days will be oceupied 
in making the trip. Of these sixty days will be spent in 
port renewing supplies and giving shore leave. Nearly 
130,000 tons of coal will be consumed, and the cost of it 
approximates $1,300,000. The cruising speed will be 
about ten and a half knots. No less than 925 modern 
guns are on the ships, from the 13-inch turret guns down 
to the one-pounders and other machine guns. 

The largest vessels of the fleet fully equipped for sea 
have 16,000 tons displacement, and the smallest 11,520 
tons. The following table of facts may be found of in- 
terest:

Up to the time of going to press, the last wireless mes- 
sage received from the fleet reported it at noon on Dec. 
19 as being due east of Juniper Inlet, Florida, which is 
some sixteen miles north of Palm Beach. The message 
also reported that the weather was perfect, that the. fleet 
was in double column, and that the speed had been in- 
creased to eleven knots. 

The London newspapers published, long accounts from 
their New York correspondents of the preparations for 
the cruise of Rear Admiral Evans’s fleet, but refrain from 
commenting upon its significance, except in their naval 
columns, in which experts discuss the advisability of test- 
ign the resisting power of ships to the wear and tear of 
a long voyage. British naval officials appear to agree that 
this, although expensive, is desirable, and also that the 
eruise of the American battleships will afford good train- 
ing for the officers and men. The Outlook, a weekly pub- 
lication, on the other hand, returns to the discussion of 
the political significance of the movement, and expresses 
the belief that “it is impossible to separate it frem the 
tension that exists between the United States and Japan.” 
The Sunday Observer says that it is difficult to believe 
that the Pacific cruise of the American fleet is dictated by 
purely professional reasons. Other London papers, how- 
ever, declare that the cruise cannot be regarded as a men- 
ace to Japan, while they insist upon its historic impor- 
tance as marking the rise of the Pacific question. The 
Daily Mail editorially describes the cruise as a movement 
the full significance of which will only be understood by 
posterity. The Daily Telegraph says that some weak 
points naturally will be disclosed, but that it will be a 
surprise if the American Navy falls short of the highest 
standard of efficiency. 

In France, according to a despatch to the Tribune, 
while opinion is divided the majority shares the official 
view that Japan cannot take umbrage at the cruise, and 
that, while the situation contains elements of danger, the 
differences between the two countries are sure to be ami- 
cably adjusted. 
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DECISIONS BY THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Change in pistol targets and pistol competition course. 
—After thoroughly considering the changes recommended 
above it was decided: (a) That the target recommended 
by the experimental board at School of Musketry be 
adopted. (b) That the Chief of Ordnance be directed to 
manufacture necessary targets for 1908. (c) That com- 
petition course be doubled and extended over two days, 
each competitor firing over the course on each day. 

Having complied with the requirements of law as to 
the length of service and being well recommended by the 
officers under whom he has served, Chaplain Edward H. 
Fitzgerald, 22d Inf., was promoted to the grade of major. 

The question having arisen as to who should sign re- 
ports of survey as responsible officer in the case of loss 
or damage to government property while in transit, it 
was held that Par. 1147, A.R.. which makes it manda- 
tory on receiving officer to call for survey, governs. 

Better cloth for Service uniform.—The question having 
arisen whether light weight olive drab might not be sub- 
stituted for khaki, it was held that as late uniform order 
prescribes khaki for tropical climates, and summer wear 
in the United States, same should be considered as adop- 
ted uniform. 3 

Upon recommendation of the commanding general, 
Department of Dakota, a change in the allotment from 
appropriation for shooting galleries and ranges at Fort 
Missoula, Mont., was made so as to allow the building of a 
range house rather than the erection of a shooting gal- 
lery. 

Rifles in the hands of members of machine gun pla- 
toons.—Question as to the above having been raised, it 
was decided that in view of the present temporary or- 
ganization of machine gun platoons it is not thought ad- 
visable to prescribe that members of such platoons should 
not have rifles. : 

Request for allotment from appropriation, shooting 
galleries and ranges, for range at Waco, Ga.—Allotment 
‘having been asked for purpose of providing certain bar- 


racks and quarters thereat, it was held that the appre- 
priation in question is not intended for such purposes. 

Regulations of administrative details in conduct on 
National Match.—Various recommendations having been 
made by executive officers thereof, it was decided: (a) 
That officers for competition be designated, with certain 
exceptions, about sixty days prior to date of match, 
some of said officers to have had previous experience at 
National matches. (b) ‘That a certain number of Regular 
troops be assigned to duty thereat. (c) That certain of- 
ficers (except under “a’’) be ordered to report at least 
three days before the match. 


A change having been recommended in the system of 
supplying barrack bags, bed sheets, etc., to enlisted men, 
to make such issues a part of the clothing allowance, it 
was decided that sufficient reasons were not advanced to 
make such a change.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Second Torpedo Flotilla, under command of Lieu- 
tenant Cone, arrived at Port of Spain, Trinidad, Dee. 14. 
The passage was fair and the boats made about fifteen 
knots an hour, They left San Juan on the morning of 


Dec. 12 and corrected compasses on the way to Trinidad. 
At San Juan the officers of the Porto Rican regiment 
gave a ball and entertainment for the officers of the 
flotilla. The health of the officers and men is reported 
to be excellent, and the vessels were all in good condition. 
They will await the arrival of the Arethusa, which 
sailed from Lambert Point for Trinidad on Dee. 11. The 
flotilla will sail for Para on Dec. 21, and hope to have 
their Christmas dinner there. 


Sir Henry Moore Jackson, the Governor of Trinidad, 
paid an official visit to the second flotilla of the U.S. 
Navy on Dec. 17. The colliers Hannibal, Leonidas and 
Athalie were at Trinidad on the above date awaiting the 
battleships, and the Fortuna was momentarily expected. 
The supplyship Arethusa has also arrived. The officers 
and crews of the torpedo flotilla are finding many ways 
to enjoy themselves ashore. The officers are being exten- 
sively entertained. 

Rear Admiral Joseph N. Hemphill, U.S.N., on the 
flagship Rainbow, accompanied by the cruisers Galveston 
and Chattanooga, arrived at Cavite Dec. 14, returning 
from Vladivostok. They passed Nagasaki, where eyery- 
thing was pleasant. The men had shore leave and the 
officers were recipients of special marked courtesies at 
the hands of the Japanese officials. The Galveston and 
Chattanooga are undergoing minor repairs preliminary 
to record practice. The Denver and the Cleveland are 
now at Olongapo for small arms and target practice. 
The Denver has just completed preliminary big gun 
practice. She reports seventy-two hits in eighty, and 
claims a high percentage for record. 


A baseball team composed of players from the Prin- 
cess and Hamilton hotels and the local nine played against 
a team from the U.S.S. Adams at Hamilton, Bermuda, 
Dec. 11. The latter were completely outclassed, the lo- 
eal team winning by a score of 20 to 1. The weather was 
fine, and there was a large crowd to witness the game. 
The playing caused great excitement. 


The keel plates for the new 20.000-ton battleship North 
Dakota were laid by the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany on Dec. 17. The plates of the outer keel are twen- 
ty in number, and every plate is twenty-four feet long 
and four feet wide. Each weighs 3,000 pounds. The 
North Dakota is a sister ship of the Delaware, now being 
built at Newport News. It is hoped that the former ves- 
sel may be launched in October next. 


Judge Waddill, at Norfolk, Va., on Dec. 16, awarded 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company a 
verdict of $4,999 in its action against the United States 
to recover this amount because of the requirement of John 
D. Long, then Secretary of the Navy, that the cruiser 
Charleston, built by the plaintiff company, should be test- 
ed for speed under "the new standardization methods when 
she was built under contract calling only for a test under 
the old methods of four hours’ run over a measured course 
in the open seas. This case is important, because the 
same question is involved in cases of several other war 
vessels built for the government by the Cramp and Fore 
River Shipbuilding companies. 

The U.S.S. Dahlgren was placed in reserve at the navy 
yard, Norfolk, Va., on Dec. 13, 1907. 


Captain McKay, of the American ship Acme, which re- 
cently reached Astoria, Oregon, from Kobe, has reported 
to Lieut. A. B. Wyckoff, U.S.N., in charge of the Port 
Townsend bureau of the United States Hydrographic De- 
partment, that he sighted a floating mine Nov. 13 in lati- 
tude 38.16 north and longitude 170.08 east. The menace 
to navigation, a legacy from the recent war in the Far 
East, was not many miles south of the track of steamers 
beyond the meridian nearly in mid-Pacific. 

The following was the degree of completion on Dec. 1, 
1907, of vessels under construction for the United States

Charles M. Schwab, head of the Union Iron Works, of 
San Francisco, will, it is said, shortly let a contract for 
a large floating drydock, the first of its kind on the Pa- 
cific coast. 

The battleship New Hampshire arrived at Rockland, 
Me., Dec. 18, for her official trials. The standardization 
trial was ordered on the Rockland measured mile course 
Dec. 19, and the four hours’ endurance run at sea on Dec. 
20, weather permitting. The battleship left the Delaware 
Capes at half-past three o’clock Monday afternoon, Dec. 
16, and had a fine passage, averaging from sixteen to 
seventeen knots an hour to Monhegan, where she an- 
chored on the night of Dec. 17. It is officially report- 
ed that a speed of 18.75 knots was made by the New 
Hampshire on her standardization trial. 

During the fierce gales which raged on the coasts of 
Great Britain recently the cutter-gunboat Speedwell, near 
Sheerness, was struck by a heavy sea and went down. 
There were thirteen liberty men on board at the time, and 
only five of them were rescued. 

The Navy Department will soon advertise for bids for 
the sale of the old Civil War monitor Canonicus, now at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard, and which was stricken from the 
Navy List Jan. 5, 1904. ‘The Canonicus is the last single 
turreted monitor of the Civil War period, and was built 
at Boston, is 225 feet in length, 43 feet 8 inches in breadth 
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and had a displacement of 2,100 tons. In the engage- 
ment at Fort Fisher she was struck thirty-six times. In 
1904 she was appraised at $15,000 and advertised for 
sale, but no bidders appeared. Early last spring she was 
fitted up at the League Island Navy Yard and towed to 
Hampton Roads, where she was anchored in the road- 
stead all summer as one of the features of the Jamestown 
Exposition. 


The repair work at the navy yard, New York, now 
consists principally of minor repairs on a number of 
smaller vessels. The battleship Massachusetts will be 
overhauled thoroughly. The work on the construction of 
the collier Vestai, which is about fifty-five per cent. com- 
pleted, will be continued. The cruiser Baltimore will 
probably be transformed into a mine laying vessel, al- 
though this work has not yet been authorized by Congress. 
The cruiser Tacoma and the yacht Sylvia will have a 
general] repairing. The gunboat Machias will be fitted 
out for the use of the Naval Militia. In addition to this 
work two water barges and several coal barges are to 
be built at the New York Navy Yard. The Navy De- 
partment on Dec. 14 issued the specifications for the com- 
pletion of the dry-dock at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, the 
contract for which was forfeited some time ago because of 
the failure on the part of the contractor to prosecute his 
work. Bids for completing the dock will be opened 
at the Navy Department on Jan. 18 next. The dock 
is about fifteen per cent. completed. Its total cost is to 
be $1,000,000, and about $800,000 of the appropriation is 
still available. 


On the eve of the departure of the battleship fleet on its 
long voyage to the Pacific the New Orleans Picayune sent 
the following message to Capt. Richard Wainwright, 

1.8.N., commanding the U.S.S. Louisiana: “The Pica- 
yune, on behalf of Louisiana, wishes you and your men 
and the good ship named for our glorious State, a safe 
and pleasant voyage. The splendid vessel and the gallant 
crew have followed the flag with credit and honor, and 
Louisiana feels her highest hopes and traditions safe in 
your hands.” ‘To the above despatch Captain Wainwright 
replied as follows: “Monroe, Va., Dec. 15. The captain, 
cfiicers and men of the ship that is so proud to bear the 
name of the great State of Louisiana are deeply gratified 
by your telegram wishing the ship a safe and pleasant 
voyage, and express the hope that their conduct and bear- 
ing shall ever be such as to reflect honor upon the flag 
and be in keeping with the best traditions in naval serv- 
ice.” 

The U.S.S. Montgomery will be placed in commission 
Jan. 2, 1908, at the navy yard, League Island, Pa. 

The British turbine torpedoboat de#troyer Tartar broke 
all records in fast steaming in her final trials over the 
official course on Dec. 17, attaining a speed of 37.037 
knots. She also established a new record for a six hours’ 
trial, covering 233 miles in that time and maintaining the 
unprecedented speed of 35.363 knots. The contract calls 
for 33 knots. 


The armored cruiser California, built by the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco, will, during the coming week, 
start on her shaking down cruise to Magdalena Bay. 

Eight 3-pounders, Mark X Model 1, semi-automatic 
guns and mounts completed were shipped from the Naval 
Gun Factory to the navy yard, Puget Sound, Wash., Dec. 
14, for the Nebraska. One 21-inch submerged torpedo 
tube, Mark I, port, was shipped to the League Island 
Navy Yard on Dec. 13 for the U.S.S. Mississippi. Gun. 
J. G. Nicklas has been ordered to duty at the Naval Mag- 
azine, Chelsea, Mass., to succeed Chief Gun. F. C. Mes- 
senger. 


Lieut. Leroy Brooks, jr., U.S.N., was notified on Dec. 
20 by Rear Admiral Brownson that his resignation would 
not be accepted and that unless he reported for duty on 
board the West Virginia at San Francisco by Dec. 23, 
he would be subject to court-martial for disobedience of 
oiders. Lieutenant Brooks was still in Cincinnati Dec. 
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COMPARATIVE BATTLE EFFICIENCY. 


At the time of the recent battle practice of the At- 
lantic Fleet the Department gave out the percentages 
which various ships had made with various classes of 
guns, but these records did not take account of the 
exact time in which the shots were fired, that is to say, 
of the rapidity of hitting. In working out the relative 
battle efficiency of the various ships, taking into account 
the rapidity of hitting, and also to a certain extent the 
percentage of hits, and assigning to hits by the various 
projectiles a value about in proportion to the weights of 
the projectiles, it is found that the comparative battle 
efficiency of the ships is as follows:

Each of the above ships is assigned a certain range 
at which to fire, this range depending upon the power 
of her guns, but in some cases the vessels come on the 
range at a much greater distance than that assigned to 
them, and this undoubtedly accounts for the compara- 
tively low scores made by some of these vessels. For 
example, the Missouri began firing at a distance of 
nearly a mile greater than her assigned range; the IIli- 
nois at 1,200 yards, and the Louisiana at 900 yards 
greater. 

The comparative efficiency attained at night battle 
practice, where the firing was done exclusively by torpedo 
defense guns, at three targets, was as follows: Ken- 
tucky, Kearsarge, Alabama, Louisiana, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Virginia, Maryland, Rhode Island, Colorado, Penn- 
sylvania, Missouri, Maine, Georgia, Connecticut, Tilinois 
and New Jersey. The relative standing of vessels of the 
cruiser, gunboat and torpedoboat classes has not yet 
been made out, as some vessels in each class were late in 
firing and their scores have not yet been received.

8. 159, Mr. Scott.—That from the date named in Sec. 4 of 
this act, whenever a promotion is to be made in the line of 
the Regular Army in any grade up to that of colonel, such 
promotion shall be made by seniority in the several lines of 
Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry, respectively, according to the 
position the officers in the next lower grade would hold if 
promotion had been made lineally -throughout each arm of 
the Service since Sec. 1204 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States went into effect, and that in this way there 
shall be brought about a gradual restoration of officers of the 
line of the Regular Army to the rank and relative position 
they would hold in their respective arms of the Service if 
promotion had been lineal, instead of partly lineal and partly 
regimental, since the enactment of the ‘said section 1204, Rev.

That all 
veterinarians now in the Service who shall not be appointed 
under the provisions of this act, shall be discharged from the 
Army, by the Secretary of War, with three months’ pay.

court ; but no sentence of a deck court shall be carried into 
eftect until it shall have been so approved or mitigated. 

“See. 5. That the courts hereby authorized shall be gov- 
erned in all details of their constitution, powers, and procedure 
except as herein provided, by such rules and regulations as the 
President may prescribe. 


See. 6. That the records of the proceedings of the courts 
hereby authorized shall contain such matters only as are nee- 
essary to enable the reviewing authorities to act intellizently 
thereon. Such records, after action thereon by the co: vening 
authority, shall be forwarded directly to, and shall be filed in 
the Office of the Judge Advocate General of the Navy, where 
they shall be reviewed, and, when necessary, submitted to the 


Secretary of the Navy for his action. 

Sec. 7. That no person who objects thereto shall be brought 
to trial before @ deck court. Where such objection is made by 
the person accused, trial shall be ordered by summary or by 
general court-martial, as may be appropriate. : i 


Sec. 8. That the courts authorized to impose the punish- 
ments prescribed by Article 30 of the Articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy may adjudge either a part or the whole, as 
may be appropriate, of any one of the punishments therein 
enumerated. 

Sec. 9. That the Secretary of the Navy may set aside the 


proceeding or remit or mitigate, in whole or in part, the sen- 
tence imposed by any naval court-martial convened by _ his 
order or by that of any officer of the Navy or Marine Corps. 

Sec. 10. That general courts-martial may be eonvened by 
the President, by the Secretary of. the Navy, by the com: 
mander in chief of a fleet or squadron, and by the command- 
ing officer of any naval station beyond the continental limits of 
the United States. 

Sees. 11, 12, 13 authorize the issue of processes to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, their punishment for contempt when 
they refuse to testify, and for the taking the depositions of ab- 
sent witnesses.

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THE TROOPS IN THE FIELD. 
Camp of U.S. Troops in the Field, Cheyenne River 
Indian Reservation, S.D., Dec. 4, 1907. 

Encamped to-night under the cold December sky of South 
Dakota is the 2d Regiment, U.S. Cavalry, and Companies I 
and M of the 16th U.S. Infantry.. These troops have now been 
in the field for over a month at the scene of the threatened 
uprising of the Indians. The 2d Squadron, 2d Cav., left for 
the reservation in the middle of October. On Nov. 2, at 7 
p.m., the Ist and 3d Squadrons received telegraphic orders to 
join the 2d Squadron at once, and left their post at 2 o’clock 
p.m. the next day for the city of Des Moines, where they 
loaded on special trains of the Northwestern line and were on 
their way to the scene in twenty-four hours from the time the 
order was received. 

The troops detrained at Gettysburg, S8.D., and from there 
marched 125 miles overland to Thunder Butte, where the 
Utes were camped. Most of the march was far from being 
an enjoyable summer practice hike. The weather was cold 
and the wind swept across the barren plains and desolate 
wastes of Dakota as it only knows how in this Nerthwest 
country. The Missouri river was crossed on a small ferry 
that would hold twenty horses, and it was well into the night 
of the first day’s march when the last of the column was 
safely across and camp made at the Cheyenne agency. 

On the fourth day's march we reached camp at 3 p.m., and 
waited for the wagon trains which we expected in within an 
hour or two. We waited and waited, but no wagons were to 
be seen and the weather was growing colder all the time, the 
temperature fast going toward the zero point. Night came on 
and with it a blizzard, and still no wagons. Large fires were 
built and the men, wrapping themselves in blankets and 
shelter halfs and everything they had, huddled around the 
fives and waited. A messenger came in with the news that 
the wagons were stalled in a ford, and dji not know when 
they would get in. So it looked like a night in the open 
with nothing to eat since six in the morning and the tempera- 
ture below the zero mark. The wagon train was, however, 
greeted with much joy about 11 o'clock, and a midnight 
camp was made. 

Thunder Butte was reached on the sixth day and camp 
established on Thunder Butte creek and the Morean river. 
The Utes were found to be very tame and appeared to have 
no desire to fight a regiment of Cavalry. They preferred to 
sell us moccasins and bead work, which were bought by the 
soldiers in great numbers. 

The regiment remained at Thunder Butte about two weeks. 
The 2d Squadron then returned to the Cheyenne Agency on 
the Missouri, where they are now in camp. The Ist Squadron 
and Machine Gun Platoon was returned to White Horse, fifty 
miles down the Morean, and has been in camp there for the 
last ten days. Regimental headquarters and Troops I, L and 
M are still at Thunder Butte, and Troop K has been serving 
the whole time as couriers with station at White Horse. A 
detachment of the Signal Corps with buzzer outfit would have 
been of great service, as telephone communication goes only to 
White Horse, and messages have to be sent by courier fifty- 
five miles from there to Thunder Butte. 

Companies I and M, 16th Inf., are at Gettysburg and the 
Cheyenne Agency in charge of the line of supply and com- 
munication. The wagon trains from Forts Des Moines, Omaha, 
Meade, Leavenworth and Snelling, and pack train from Fort 
Meade are on duty with the command. 

Colonel West, 2d Cav., is in command of the expedition. 

Information has just been received that the affair is satis- 
factorily settled, and the troops will be withdrawn at once, 
which is good news for all, as a winter campaign in this 
country would not be a thing of joy. The 2d Cavalry has 
been almost continually in the field since last June, and will 
be glad to settle down for the winter in comfortable quarters. 

The Cheyenne reservation is occupied by about twenty-six 
hundred Sioux Indians. Many of the old-time chiefs are still 
alive and have told us about their part in the Sioux cam- 
paign. Chief White Horse, who refused to join Sitting Bull 
in the Custer fight, has been a frequent visitor at camp. It 
was thought at’one time that there was danger of the Oherry 
Creek Sioux joining the Utes in an uprising, but they changed 
their minds if they ever had that intention. One hundred and 
twenty of the Utes were sent to Rapid City as laborers on a 
railroad. The rest of them will remain at Thunder Butte for

Acting Secretary of War Oliver, in a communication to 
Adjut. Gen. C. H. Englesby, of South Dakota, Says: **Reply- 
ing to your letter of Nov. 26, addressed to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, I beg to advise you that the minimum num- 
per of enlisted men prescribed by the President for the sev- 
eral units of organization of the militia as published in Army 
Regulations will not be insisted upon by the Department ex- 
cept when the militia is mustered into the Service of the 
United States. The Department will require the necessary 
uniforms, arms and equipments for the minimum strength to 
be kept on-hand, but the difficulty of maintaining the en- 
listed strength at such minimum figures is appreciated, and 
therefore will not be insisted upon as a condition precedent 
to the use of the state’s allotment. Every proper effort 
should be made to recruit the standard of strength prescribed, 
out it is fully understood that owing to the conditions cun- 
fronting the National Guard it will be impracticable in most 
instances to recruit the organizations to their full strength. 
Attention is invited to G.O. No. 222, as prescribing the neces- 
sary organization for the militia, and unless a twelve-com- 
pany regiment can be maintained a regimental organization is 
not in order. It is thought, however, that a careful study of 
the order above mentioned will enable _you to determine this 
and other questions of organization which may present them- 
selves.” 

The organization of the Connecticut National Guard will in 
the future conform to the Dick bill, and orders to this effect 
have been issued.

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Major Gen. James A. Frye, retired, of Massachusetts, late 
adjutant general, has issued a very. interesting report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1906, a bound copy of which we have 
Teceived. : 


The a ilitia. appropriation for 1906 was $436,- 
872.60. [a capita cont of the “maintenance of the mili- 
tery establishment ig slightly under 14.5 cents, General 


Frye says: ‘‘If this expense were to be assessed directly 
upon the able-bodied male citizens within military age limits, 
it would amount to but 84.8 cents due from each, which sure- 
ly may be considered a moderate yearly price at which to pur- 
chase exemption from the active performance of any military 
duty. The property valuation of the commonwealth, over 
which the militia potentially mounts guard, is returned at the 
enormous sum of $3,420,000,000; the tax on this great aggre- 
gate of wealth, due to the maintenance of the militia, is but a 
shade above .01 of 1 per cent. 

‘‘There having actually been enrolled in the volunteer 
militia during the past year an aggregate commissioned and 
enlisted strength of 6,639 officers and men, it would appear 
that the average cost to the commonwealth of the maintenance 
of each individual: thus borne on the rolls was $65.72. 

‘‘It is submitted that for its outlay on the military estab- 
lishment the commonwealth secures a most adequate return. 
Leaving out of consideration its federal obligations, or the 
ever-possible contingency of actual cr threatened foreign at- 
tack, the sum above noted places at its disposal the services 
of nearly 7,000 armed, trained and disciplined guardians of 
law and order, of life and property. A like sum employed in 
the maintenance of a regularly organized and paid police 
force would support less than 400 men, were they. to receive 
the rates of pay established in the departments of our repre- 
sentative cities.’’ 

General Frye speaks of the camp work and of the several 
staff departments, and states that under the exacting require- 
ments laid down by the War Department, over eighty-five 
per cent. of the troops now in service and subject to practice 
firing are returned as efficient. Sixteen per cent of the ef- 
ficients are classed as experts or sharpshooters. He advo- 
cates two great rifle ranges for skirmish and battle firing. 

‘*‘The present Chief of Artillery, Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, 
U.S.A.,’’ says General Frye, ‘‘manifests the deepest concern 
in the development of this branch of the militia service, and 
stands ready to render any possible assistance. To furnish 
but one complete relief for the existing works in Boston har- 
bor there would be required from the Artillery no less than 
133 officers and 3,245 enlisted men; as a matter of record, 
less than one-third of this number can be supplied at present 
from the regular establishment, and allowing for reinforce- 
ment of the defenses by the entire Corps of Coast Artillery 
from the militia (843 officers and men) relieves the situation 
but little. As a matter of fact, the number of companies in 
the corps should be increased in strength and doubled in 
number; failing in this, each of the existing companies should, 
under authority of statute, be recruited to at least 109 en- 
listed men.’’ 

‘*In view of this fact, no effort should be spared in train- 
ing the troops of the commonwealth for such local duty as 
they may be called upon to perform in case of war with a 
power of the first class. The Coast Artillery and the naval 
brigade already receive such instruction; the other arms 
surely should be considered in a like manner, and under ma- 
turely formulated plans should be assigned to coast guard 
stations in time of peace, to the end that any sudden threat of 
attack may find them prepared to mobilize instantly, and with- 
out confusion. Experience has demonstrated that at the out- 
break of hostilities, at least, this commonwealth must rely in 
great part upon its own resources for the protection of its 
berders. Its constitution and laws look to this very pro- 
cédure. It therefore is but the part of wisdom to recognize 
this condition of affairs, and, in full conjunction with the 
federal military and naval authorities, to prepare for meeting 
any emergency that conceivably may arise. To this end, every 
effort should be made by those in authority to secure from 
both the War and Navy Departments detailed plans covering 
in advance such joint operations as reasonably may be ex- 
pected to be participated in by the combined forces of the 
regular establishments and of this commonwealth.’’ 

General Frye does not believe in the endorsement of 
civilian rifle clubs by the National Board for the Promotion 
of Rifle Practice, and believes that a reserve force of quali- 
fied marksmen can best be built up by service with the mili- 
tary. He refers to the cordial relations with federal officers, 
and expresses the hope that a definite scheme for the mobili- 
zation of the militia in time of emergency may be worked 
out. He advocates an increase in the Coast Artillery of the 
state, and the consideration of plans for the creation of a 
reserve force for local service in the event of war. 


INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY DRILL 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1907, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

P. G. asks: (1) With reference to fixing bayonet, is it, or is 
it not the intention that bayonets be fixed in double rank, 
ranks not being opened? (2) With reference to saluting: An 
officer is approaching a number of enlisted men, not in ranks, 
and the first man to see the officer has called ‘‘Attention.’’ 
Is there any decision as to who salute the officer; if so, what 
is the decision? Answer: (1) A decision of the War Depart- 
ment states: ‘‘It is not intended that charge bayonet should 
be executed in double rank.’’ There is authority in the In- 
fantry Drill Regulations, however, for fixing bayonet in double 
rank. Par. 218, says: ‘‘ * * * The company, under all cir- 
cumstances, is formed in double rank.’’ Par. 74 directs: ‘‘If 
marching, the bayonet is fixed or unfixed in the most expe- 
ditious and convenient manner * * *.’’ Again, Sec. 3, Par. 
155, directs: ‘‘The men run towards the corporal, group 
themselves in * * * double rank * * * and then fix bayonet.’’ 
(2) We do not find any decision in connection with your 
second question. 


CAPT. E. A. P. asks: What move does a man in ranks first 
make when he wishes to speak to the commander? I was 
trained to step two paces to the front. I saw in your Journal 
that the tin cup should be worn on the inside of the haversack, 
and now I see in the Ohio National Guard Magazine that it 
must be worn on the outside as it used to be; which is right? 
Answer: A man in ranks wishing to speak to the company 
commander should wait until the command ‘‘rest’’ has been 
given, or until he is out of ranks. To step two paces to the 
front is unauthorized and manifestly improper. Circular 46, 
War Department, June 30, 1907, reads in part as follows: 
‘*‘To secure uniformity, dismounted troops will hereafter carry 
the tin cup inside the haversack.’’ This order has not been 
rescinded. 


A. C. B. asks: (1) Will you please explain to me how it 
is that sometimes pieces are loaded and locked without com- 
mand, aad at other times the command must be given? (2) 
What is the difference between ‘‘cease firing’’ and ‘‘unload’’? 
(3) Assuming that pieces were loaded and the captain gives 
the following command: ‘‘Fire by squad, three volleys, at 
500 yards, at such an object, commence firing.’’ Please tell 
me what the exact command of the corporals would be, and if 
they should repeat any of the above commands as the captain 
gives them. We are armed with the Krag rifle. Answer: (1) 
In the National Guard of New York, armed with the U.S. 
magazine rifle, model 1898, Gencral Order No. 6, H.N.G., 
series 1905, directs ‘‘the moment men become skirmishers 
they load and lock their pieces, if not loaded at the time, and 
then, while skirmishers, at the command ‘cease firing’; if 
pieces are still loaded, they will not unload; if pieces have 
been fired they will close: ‘cease firing’ with loading and 
locking the pieces without formal command.’’ Par. 22 of the 
Drill Regulations prescribes that ‘‘pieces are loaded prior to 
taking extended formation. From that time until the end of 
the battle, or exercise, the pieces are, or are supposed to be 
kept loaded without formal command.’’ It follows that as 
the above applies only to extended formations, in the normal 
formation pieces would be loaded as provided in Par. 138, ap- 
pendix, and locked only at command, as prescribed in Par. 
144a, appendix. The War Department has decided, in con- 
nection with the model 1898 rifle, ‘‘the assumption that pieces 
should be locked after the command, ‘Squad, load,’ has been 
given would be incorrect (in close order). Par. 144a, ap- 
pendix, governs in this case.’’ (2) The answer to your second 
question is so clearly defined in Pars. 144 and 145, appendix, 
that further explanation is deemed futile. (3) At the con- 





clusion of the fifth command of the captain, the corporals. 


would command: ‘‘1, At 500 yards; 2, At (such object): 3, 
Ready; 4, Aim; 5, Squad; 6, Fire; 1, Load; 2, Aim; 8, Squad; 
4, Fire; 1, Load; 2, Aim; 3, Squad; 4, Fire; cease firing.’’

If he can establish the fact that 
he is exempt by law from arrest, by reason of having been 
within the limits of the United States during two years of his 
absence in desertion, he will be at once set at liberty and 
can then apply to the Adjutant General of the Army for the 
deserter’s release. “The C.O. of the post will give him the 
necessary instructions. -Par. 124, Army Regulations, relative 
to deserters, also says: ‘‘The commanding officer will cause 
an enlisted man who has been apprehended or has surrendered 
as a deserter, and whose trial for desertion is not barred by 
the statute of limitations, to be examined by a medical officer 
at the post where he. is received, and will forward a report 
of this examination. to department headquarters with the 
charges for desertion. If the examination shows that the man 
is fit for service, the department eommander will bring him 
to trial, or otherwise dispose of the case, as the interests ot 
the Government may dictate. If, on account of disease, age, 
or other permanent disability, the man is found to be unfit 
for service, the repori, with the department commander’s 
recommendation thereon, wili be forwarded to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, except that in the case of a deserier in 
the Philippine Islands the report will be forwarded to the 
division commander, who hereby is authorized to order the 


man’s discharge without honor by reason of desertion, and 
who will ferward the papers with report of his action to the 


Adjutant General of the Army.’’

FOR BENEFIT OF REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


The bill of Mr. Hepburn, H.R. 6264, to increase the 
efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Service, is the same as 
the bill of Senator Frye, S. 23, referred to in our issue 
ef Dec. 7. The text of the bill is as follows: 


That on and after the passage of this act the President be, 
and is hereby, authorized to appoint in the Revenue Cutter 
Service, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
ons captain commandant, who shall serve for a period of four 
years unless reappointed for further periods of four years, 
and who shall act as chief of the division of Revenue Cutter 
Service, with the rank of a colonel in the Army and a cap- 
tain in the Navy, and who shall have the pay and allowances 
ef a colonel in the Army; six senior captains, who shall per- 
form duty in connection with the construction of vessels and 
the inspection of their armament and crews and such other 
duties as the Secretary of the Treasury uy prescribe, each 
with the rank of a lieutenant colonel in the Army and a com- 
mander in the Navy, and who shall each have the pay and 
allowances of a lieutenant colonel in the Army; one engineer- 
in-chief, who shall serve for a period of four years unless re- 
appointed for further periods of four years, with the rank of 
a lieutenant colonel in the Army and a commander in the 
Navy, and who shall have the pay and allowances of a lieu- 
tenant colonel in the Army; and six senior engineers, who shall 
perform duty in connection with the construction and inspec- 
tion of the machinery of vessels and such other duties as the 
Secretary cf the Treasury may prescribe, each with the rank 
of a major in the Army and a lieutenant commander in the 
Navy, and who shall each have the pay and allowances of a 
major in the Army: Provided, That the position vacated by an 
officer appointed captain commandant or engineer-in-chief shall 
be filled by promotion according to existing law. That any 
officer who shall hereafter serve as captain commandant shall, 
when retired, be retired with the rank of captain commandant 
and with the pay of a colonel in the Army on the retired list, 
and that an officer whose term of service as captain com- 
mandant has expired may be appointed a senior captain, and 
shall be an additional number in that grade, but if not so 
sppointed, he shall resume the lineal position he would have 
held in his previous grade, as an additional number: Pro- 
vided further, That any officer who shall hereafter serve as 
engineer-in-chief shall, when retired, be retired with the rank 
of engineer-in-chief and with the pay of a lieutenant colonel 
in the Army on the retired list, and that an officer whose term 
ef service as engineer-in-chief has expired may be appointed 
a senior engineer and shall be an additional number in that 
grade, but if not so appointed he shall resume the lineal posi- 
tion he would have held in his previous grade, as an addi- 
tional number. Additional numbers in the grades of senior 
eaptain and senior engineer shall at no time exceed two in 
each grade on the active list. 

Sec. 2. That the captain commandant shall be selected 
from the active list of line officers not below the grade of 
captain; that the six senior captains shall be made by pro- 
motion from the active list of captains in the order of seniority; 
that the engineer-in-chief shall be selected from the active 
list of engineer officers not below the rank of first lieutenant; 
that the six senior engineers shall be made by promotion from 
the active list of engineer officers of the rank of first lieu- 
tenant in the order of seniority. When a vacancy occurs in 
any of the grades created by this act it shall be filled in ac- 
eordance with the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 3. That when the appointments herein provided are 
made the active list of captains in the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice shall be reduced by six, and the active list of engineer 
officers with the rank of first lieutenant by six, and the said 
lists shall remain thereafter at thirty-one and twenty-eight, 
respectively. 

Sec. 4. That the examinations and requirements for pro- 
motion provided in Sec. 8 of the Act approved April 12, 1902, 
entitled ‘‘An Act to promote the efficiency of the Revenue 
Gutter Service,’’ shall not be required for promotion to the 
grades created by this act. 

Sec. 5. That any officer of the Revenue Outter Service, 
with a creditable record, who served during the Civil War in 
the land or naval forces of the United States shall, when 
retired, have the rank and receive three-fourths of the duty 
pay and increase of the next higher grade; and the provisions 
ef this section shall apply to officers of the said service now 
on the retired list. 

Sec. 6. That the captain now on the retired list who served 
as chief of the division of Revenue Cutter Service prior to 
April 1, 1905, shall have the rank and receive three-fourths 
of the duty pay and increase of the next higher grade. 

Sec. 7. at a constructor or surgeon, with the rank of 
first lieutenant, after fifteen years’ service in the Revenue 
Cutter Service, shall have the pay and allowances of a cap- 
tain. 

Sec. 8. That all warrant and petty officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service shall receive ten per centum increase of pay 
for every five years of service as such warrant or petty offi- 
eers, such increase not to exceed forty per centum of the pay 
of their grade or rating: Provided, That no warrant or petty 
officer shall be appointed or rated as such without suitable 
examination or period of probation to determine his fitness 
for his grade or rating. That an enlisted man, or a warrant 
er petty officer, who has served thirty years in the Service 
shall, upon suitable application, be placed on waiting orders 
and receive seventy-five per centum of the pay and ‘increase of 
his grade or rating: Provided, That such enlisted than, war- 
rant or petty officer, may be assigned to such duties as he 
may be able to perform: 

Sec. 9. That a third lieutenant or an engineer officer with 
the rank of third lieutenant who has served five years in his 
grade shall, upon passing the examinations now required by 
law, be eligible to promotion to the next higher grade: Pro- 
vided, That there shall be no increase in the total number of 
Hientenants nor in the total number of engineer officers be- 
low the rank of first lieutenant authorized by law: Provided 
_farther, That nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prevent promotions to fill vacancies as now provided by law. 

Sec. 10. That engineer officers who now have or who may 
hereafter have the rank of captain, first lieutenant, second 
lieutenant, or third lieutenant in the Revenue Outter Service 
shall hereafter have the title of captain of engineers, first 
Nieutenant of engineers, second lieut t of engi Ss, and 
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third lieutenant of engineers, respectively, and the titles of 
chief engineer, first assistant engineer and second assistant 
engineer are hereby abolished. That precedence between line 
und engineer officers of the same rank shall be determined by 
length of continuous service as a commissioned officer. 

Sec. 11. That an enlisted man upon first entering the 
Revenue Cutter Service shall have credited to his account the 
sum of forty-five dollars, and upon each subsequent enlistment 
the sum of twenty dollars, for uniform clothing, and such 
amount shall be paid to said enlisted man at the expiration of 
his term of enlistment if he has served a full term as pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Treasury and has received an 
honorable discharge. 

Sec. 12. That the presidents and recorders of Revenue Cut- 
ter Service courts and commanding officers of vessels of the 
Revenue Cutter Service be, and are hereby, authorized to ad- 
minister oaths of allegiance and such other oaths as may be 
necessary for the proper conduct of said service; and that 
commanding officers of vessels of the Revenue Cutter Service 
be, and are hereby, authorized to administer oaths generally in 
Alaska in the absence of civil authority competent to ad- 
minister oaths. 

See. 13. That the number of officers allowed in the grades 
of second lieutenant and third lieutenant and second ljeutenant 
of engineers and third lieutenant of engineers is hereby. .in- 
creased five in each of said grades. 

Sec. 14. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.
